a greater expenditure than the limit fixed bv 
Congress cannot Pe legally approved, will prevent 
the carrying out of a plan, which lias been prac­ 
ticed for years, of securing an appropriation large 
enough to purchase a site, fixing a sm all lim it for 
a public building and tru stin g upon future Con­ 
gresses to Increase the lim its. 
U nder the decision 
now rendered, as the Treasury D epartm ent In­ 
terprets, no plans can be approved which w ould 
contem plate a building which would cost more 
than the first appropriation. 
Tins will Interfere 
with the construction of a num ber of im portant 
buildings now in progress. 


The Chinese M u st Not Co. 


W a s h i n g t o n , D. C., Decem ber 8 .—The Suprem e 
Court this m orning rendered a decision in the 
case of Chew H eong vs. the U nited States. 
T he 
court holds that Chinese laborers, who were In the 
country a t the tim e the treaty was made, can go 
aud return at their pleasure without certificates. 
The court holds th at Congress, in passing the sits 
pension and restriction acts, did not intend to 
violate treaty stipulations. 
The etlect of

decision will be to practically nullify the legisla­ 
tion ot Congress on tills subject.

N ew Y o r k , D ecem ber 8.—T he Tim es prints 
the full tex t of the new com m ercial treaty be­ 
tween the U nited S tates and Spain, having re­ 
ceived It by special cable from M adrid. 
T he 
document, was signed Novem ber 18 by U nited 
States 
M inister 
F oster 
and 
Hie 
Spanish 
foreign m inister. 
It provides for the reduction or 
abolition of duties upon goods im ported from 
the U nited States into Cuba and Porto Rico, or 
from those islands into the U nited States. 
T he 
m ost im portant articles affected are sugar and 
tobacco. 
The following are am ong the products adm itted 
to m e United States free of duty: Coffee, cotton, 
dyes, palm oil. sugars no t above No. lo D utch 
standard, cane syrup, m elada and m olasses,woods, 
bones and guano. 
The following are subject to duties: Cigars and 
cigarettes, SI 25 per pound, 12Va per cent, ad 
valorem ; tobacco leaves, requiring more than IOO 
to the pound, if having stem s, 37 cents per 
pound; w ithout stem s, 50 cen ts; other tobacco 
iii leaves, having stem s, 17Vz cents per pound; 
tobacco, m anufactured of every kind; tobacco, 
w ithout stem s, 20 cents per p o u n d ; snuff, pow­ 
dered tobacco, 25 cents per p ound; tobacco, n o t 
m anufactured, 15 per cent, ad valorem. 
Among the articles which the treaty adm its to 
Cuba and Porto Rico free, are: 
All grains except­ 
ing rice, agricultural im plem ents, all raw vege­ 
table fibres, petroleum , coal. m etals, aud m any 
other products. The text of the docum ent occupies 
about live colum ns of tile Times.

C in cin n ati L o o k in g U p - R e ta il T r a d e R e ­ 


m a r k a b ly B rin k. 
C in c in n a ti, O., D ecem ber 8.—Business m at­ 
ters in C in$|pnati are brightening as the holiday 
season approaches. 
Tbe retail trade is brisker 
than It was a week ago, and the jobbing in holiday 
goods has exceeded the expectations of m er­ 
chants. 
Among the m anufacturers ot m ercantile 
stationery there has been quite an increase of 
vitality In business, and sales of counting-room 
outfits have been quite large. 
Usually this 
presages 
an 
acceleration 
of 
the 
move­ 
m ent in trade. 
Special 
lines 
of 
m anufac­ 
turing, however, are very dull. 
The m anufacture 
of boots and shoes, which at its best in the p ast 
has em ployed an annual average of above 6000 
operatives, is em ploying less than halt th at num ­ 
ber now. T be output of the m anufacture of boots 
and shoes iii C incinnati last year was at least 20 
per cent, decrease in com parison w ith th at of the 
preceding year. 
Mr. Goodale, the superintendent 
of B radstreet’s agency in C incinnati, estim ates 
th at the aggregate business of C incinnati in 1884 
will turn out at the end of this year 25 p e rc e n t, 
low er than th a t of last year. 
T he m anufacture of 
cheap carriages and buggies, w hich, at its best, 
lias employed 5000 w orkm en in Cincinnati, is 
alm ost at a standstill. 
The m anufacture of 
harness and saddlery, 
widen is an Im portant industry here, is affected in 
the sam e way, though iii a less degree than the 
cheap carriage industry. One pleasing feature of 
the tim es is Hie fact th at In boots and shoes, In 
clothing aud in carriages and other luxuries, the 
dem and is exacting tor goods of tho best quality. 
In cheap carriages the dem and for the lower 
grades has falleu aw ay alm ost entirely, and w hat 
call there Is for tiiese is for the medium and 
upper grades. 
H oliday sales In the hook and 
stationery shops are about as large as usual. 
Business men who visit other cities unite in tes­ 
tifying th at the pinch in business, which Is now 
affecting the whole country, is felt less severely 
in Cincinnati than in any other city. 
The fact is 
th at the iron mills in this city are all In operation, 
and there is no talk now py any of them about 
oi.utting down. All factories th a t turn out pro­ 
ducts in any way used In building Have had a busy 
year, and all building m echanics have found 
steady work a t full pay.

T he 
m achine is a wonderfully sim ple and com pact 
contrivance lot* draw ing Hie sliver down to an un­ 
tw isted film of the requisite fineness aud uni­ 
form ity to p a st directly on to tile spindles, and for 
autom atically holding aud conveying it w ithout 
rupture. 
The saving ot cost iii m achinery, room 
and 
labor 
and 
w aste 
will 
be 
enorm ous. 
Three separate m achines, all of them bulky 
and com plicated, will be 
throw n out. 
All 
of 
these m achines 
in

present process 
require skilled labor. 
The new machine is so 
sim ple th at an ordinary spinner takes the whole 
care of it. 
It Is believed th a t the quality of the 
yarn will be b etter than Is possible under existing 
m ethods. It will. In fact, approach the strength 
and uniform ity ot the hand-spuu yarn m ade by 
our grandm others. The m achiue was invented by 
T. T. A bbott, a resident of Lunenburg, 86 years 
old.

The Greatest Fire in Randolph’s History. 
W e st R a n d o lp h , V t., D ecem ber 6— The m ost 
disastrous fire th at ever visited this village oc­ 
curred this m orning.

Damson, furniture dealer. 
The cause is supposed 
to be sfivuuoeoui combustion. 


To the present generation the w ar iii Spain

year, seems alm ost like ancient history.

betw een A ustria and 
France, the grow th and independence of Italy, 
the conflict betw een D enm ark and the G erm an 
States, 
the 
A ustro-I’russiaii 
fight. Hie great 
Franco-G erm an contest, Hie establishm ent of tho 
G erm an em pire, 
and on 
th is 
continent 
our 
own 
g reat 
civil 
war, 
have 
all 
conspired 
to 
relegate 
W ellington’s 
P eninsular 
cam ­ 
paign

back 
shelves 
of

memory. 
It seem s a 9 rem ote as the w ars of M arl­ 
borough and M arshal Belittlers, and, to classical 
students, of far less in terest than the Punic cam­ 
paigns. 
Yet, lingering here and there, on this 
continent, aud especially UK Europe, are old men, 
whose life histories found their clim ax in the 
great events of the early years of tills century.

Every foreign new spaper exchange may be ex­ 
pected to hold iii some corner paragraph the brief 
obituary of some veterau wiio bas peacefully sunk 
to rest. 
T he B ritish arm y list has about sixty or 
seventy officers noted whose com m issions bear an 
earlier date than 1815, and a few —very few— 
linger y et whoso career dates from ten years 
earlier titan that. 
The latest English papers note the death of 
G eneral Poohs V allancey England, oho of Hie 
honorary colonels of the Royal A rtillery, who 
died on the 6th ult., In the 94th y ear Of his age. 
Ile entered the B ritish arm y in 1806, and served 
in the expedition to the W eser in th a t year. 
The 
following year he w ent to Hie Cape of Good Hope, 
assisted at the capture of the colony nom the 
D utch, and then salted to South A m erica. W hen he 
returned to England lie was sent prom ptly to Hie 
Peninsula, participating I ii Hie battle ot \ iam bi, 
1813, and iii Hie siege of San Sebastian, where he 
won special distinction. 
Str George Brooke, also of the Royal A rtillery, 
still lingers w aiting tor tho final call. 
Ile is an 
old E ast Indian veteran. 
W hen lie jolued the 
Bengal A rtillery tho English w ere only beginning 
to 
E n t e r Upon t h a t C a r e e r of C o n q u est 
which 
placed the 
E ast lad les beneath their 
sway. 
W hile W ellington and Napoleon were try ­ 
ing conclusions this young lieutenant of artillery 
was blazing aw ay at the N epaulese m ountaineers. 
He was blown up by au explosion a t Bliurtpnre In 
1825, but recovered,aud when Hie Sikh w ar broke 
out In 1845 was a colonel of the Bengal artillery, 
and took his full share in the sanguinary lights 
which tested to Hie full Hie endurance of the 
B ritish forces. 
He was a t M oodkee, amt barely 
escaped w ith hts life iii Hie terrific charge of the 
Sikhs, w here sir ltouert Sale aud other general 
officers w ere killed; aud at the battles of Feroze- 
sliab and Sobraon was wounded. 
Two years later 
he was again in Hie field under Lord Gough—ail 
officer whose bulldog instinct for lighting iv as not 
supplem ented by any strategic skill, so th a t lie 
had by far Hie largest .“butcher’s bills” of any gen­ 
eral in Hie service. G eneral Brooke had Ills .share 
in Hie disastrous fight a t CUHUanwallah,where the 
Tw enty-Iourth Regim ent was alm ost annihilated. 
Kl will be rem em bered th at tho Zulus swept aw ay 
tile whole of Hie second battalion ot Hie sam e regi­ 
ment in 1870.) T hree regim ental colors w ere lost, 
and four B ritish guns rem ained iii Hie hands of tho 
Highs, and nothing but a blunder of the enem y 
prevented Hie total destruction of the whole Brit­ 
ish terce. Such was the effect of this fight th at the 
old Duke of W ellington superseded Gougli by Sir 
Charles N apier, who, though suffering under a 
m ortal disease, was forced to go by his great 
chief's em phatic rem ark, 
“If Y o u Won’t Wo, I M u s t.” 
Indeed it was tim e. 
Tho arm y was in sore 
stra its; the unskilful use of tile troops agaiust lire 
bravest soldiers of in d ia had resulted in costly 
victories achieved by terrible, because largely 
unnecessary, 
butchery. 
B ut 
before 
N apier 
arrived Gough had closed the cam paign victo­ 
riously by Hie “crow ning m ercy” of G oojerat, and 
Sir George Brooke, who nad won every stop of his 
rank bv nard lighting, w as now a K. C. B. and a 
m ajor-general. 
And so returning to England lie 
gave himself up to peaceful pursuits, and Has 
lived to w itness the great convulsion of the Indian 
mutiny, i$m death of the E ast Indian Company, 
and the establishm ent ol the Q ueen's power over 
an em pire thirty 
tim es larger than when he 
entered m e service of John Company. 
It is hardly necessary to m ultiply names, whose 
experiences in w ar are pretty accurately given in 
the two noted above. T he non-com batant por­ 
tions of Hie services—the doctors, chaplains, arm 
Vim com m issaries' departm ents—show a long list, 
and one of them deserves special mention. 
^ h e n the second D uke of W ellington was laid 
to rest last m anta, there stood a l the grave side a 
clergym an who had taken a leading part in the 
funeral of the first aud great duke, thirty-four 
years before, and who had beeti tile trusted 
friend and biographer of the illustrious general. 
Tills was Rev. 
R obert Gleig, chaplain-general 
of the forces today. 
He entered the arm y in 1813 
as a lieutenant iii the Eighty-fifth Light Infantry. 
W ith the fam ous “ Light Bobs” he saw service a t 
Ban Sebastian, a t Hie Bidassoa, Nivelle, w here lie 
was wounded, and in the action before Bayonne. 
When Hie w ar ended the Elgbty-flrtn was sent off 
to A m erica. 
Gleig wa9 wounded a t Bladensburg, 
but recovered in tim e to get a second h u rt iii Hie 
attack on Baltim ore, and a t New Orleans, for the 
third time. laid a taste of a bayonet. 
R eturning 
to England, he changed the order of hts service 
and, accepting 
A. C o m m la io n U n d e r a H itch er C o m m an d er, 
became chaplain, aud today stands a t the head of 
the list as chaplain-general. 
The veterau doctor Is Moses Griffith of the 
T w entieth Regim ent, whose commission bears 
date Novem ber, 1809, and whose w ar honors read 
like a transcription from an English regim ental 
battle flag, bearing record of service In all parts 
of the world. 
H ere is a list, and against more 
than one is set the term “ w ounded,” so th a t the 
doctor had Ids fair share of hard knocks; Busaco, 
Euentes d'Onoro. Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajoz, Sala­ 
m anca, V Ittoria. Pyrenees. Nivelle, Nive, Orriies, 
Vie Bigorfe, Toulouse, India, A rabia, Binman. 
Tim oldest cavalry officer living is L ieutenant 
Anthony A lexander O'Reilly, who served during 
the Peninsular war iii the F o u n d D ragoons; but 
Sir Josias A braham Cloete runs hun very close 
for seniority. 
He entered the F ifteenth H ussars 
In 1809. and served in Spain and France till 1814. 
In 1817 he took possession of the iso* of T ristan 
d’A cunha; and, after, served in india im the 
Findaree and M alirattu wars. 1817-19; then lie 
tried the Boers in N atal iii 1842; tile Kaffirs at 
the cane iii 1851-3, and was afterw ard governor 
ot the W indw ard and Leeward 
West 
Indian 
Islands. He is honorary colonel of the N ineteenth 
Regim ent. 
Colonel Pringle Taylor of the Tw enty-fourth 
joined the Twenty-second Dragoons in 1811 aud 
served witli them in Iudia till they were disband­ 
ed. 
He was a tough old custom er Iii his day, as 
the M altese m ilitia found when they tried to inau­ 
gurate a little m utiny. 
“ One ot the old school;” 
tough as teak, and hard as the nether m illstone. 
Sir R. ti. W yatt of the Life G uards dates from 
1814. 
Tile N estor of the artillery arm is Sir George 
Brooke, as noted above; G eneral W 'rotham ap­ 
pears to be the oldest engineer (1812): M ajor Cas- 
tieau Is the o ld e n m arine officer (1808), serving 
iii Flanders, 1809, and in various shore aud sea 
fights, w inding up w ith a share rn the C arlist row 
in 1838. 
T h e R o y a l N av y L4*t 
shows the senior adm irals of the fleet to be two 
veterans,w hose careers are of especial im portance 
to A m ericans. 
Sir George Rose Sartorious was 
m idshipm an ot the T onnant at T rafalgar, seventy- 
nine years ago. 
He had his full share of naval 
fights, b u t th a t w hich com m ends him to our notice 
specially was his action, when com m anding at 
G ibraltar, In assisting the officers and crew of the 
United 
States 
ship 
M issouri, 
which 
was 
burned in the M editerranean. 
For this lie re­ 
ceived tbe th an k s of Congress (1844). 
Sir Provo P arry W allis was a “ m tushlpm ite” on 
the C leopatra iii J 805, and in his first experience 
of ii naval fight he saw his snip’s flag struck, after 
a hard fight, to the French tw o-uecker Ville de 
M ilan. 
W allis was afterw ard lieutenant of tile 
C u rle u x -a capture from the F rench—in which he 


fought several actions off tho coast of France, 
and 
lie 
was afterw ards distinguished a t tho 
capture of 
G uadeloupe and 
later he took 
p a rt in the Syrian cam paign (1849.) lie was 
second lieutenant of the Shannon, and after Hie 
w ounding of Captain Broke and the death of Hie 
firs! lieutenant 
had com m and of Hie frigate, 
which lie took into H alifax, w ith Hie Chesapeake 
in tow. 
He enjoys a rare old age, respected by 
all who know him. B ostonians will rem em ber his 
hearty leu er of thanks with which lie received 
the p o rtrait of Boatsw ain Trent-hard, so far as 
k .own the only survivor of the Chesapeake, and 
ins regret th at lie could not come across to greet 
ills old antagonist. 
Sir Provo is an honorary 
meinb.-r of the Historic-G enealogical Society of 
this city. 
Lingering here and there are many of the two 
services—well up in “ the nineties,’’ sumo of them 
—for no account has been taken of the necessarily 
large num ber of non-commissioned officers, pri­ 
vates and petty officers and sailors who took part 
in these ouee-fanious cam paigns and great se* 
tights. One private soldier pensioner, known to 
the w ritei as living a snort tim e since, fought w ith 
Sir John Moore (1808-9), returned to the Penin­ 
sula with W ellington,fought through to Toulouse;

The grand­ 
sons of these veterans slum Hie same sturdy cour­ 
age. A bercrom bie's H ighlanders in Egypt today 
are no less sturdy,th an th eir grandslres of 1801, 
and the w hite-haired veterans of Hie old French 
w ars nave seen the later generation fighting side 
by side with the descendants of the brave French­ 
men who thrice hurled bac* Hie bravest English 
troops I rom tim breaches of Ban Be bastian and 
Ciudad Roarigo.

Childers, the presiding elder of tile B arbours­ 
ville district of Hie M ethodist church, say th at at 
least 1500 people have died from Its effects, the 
m ost of whom were children. 
To add to the distress, forest fires have broken 
out on Hie m ountains aud " are sweeping every­ 
thing before them. 
The trees w ith Hie m ast, on 
w hich the people depend to fatten their hogs, are 
being destroyed, cornfields are burned over, aud 
Cabin* aud Burn* S w e p t Out of Exiiteuee. 
One village, Perrytow n, Va., was nearly burned 
this w eek; only three or fo u r isolated cabins out 
of about sixty buildings w ere left. The people are 
cam ping out while erecting new houses. 
With 
th e exception of th ree or four neighborhoods, 
there has been nothing like a panic among tile 
people. 
They do not 
seem to 
realize 
the 
extent of 
the 
ravages of the 
plague, -and 
talk about it vaguely as a dispensation of God 
which Is not to he prevented or overcome. 
They 
are what their friends call easy-uoing, but all tho 
rest of Hie world call them lazy. 
They seldom 
see a stran g er, and but few eau read or w rite. 
They know little or nothing of the world beyond 
the m ountains, and, if offered free transportation 
awav ironi the place where they are dying like 
sheep they would scarcely accept the offer. 
The plague began when the wells and springs 
w ent dry, and was doubtless the resu lt of using 
w ater th at was im pure. 
The few physicians here 
say th a t the w ater contained m ineral poison of 
some kind, because only a m ineral poison would 
have produced the griping^, the burning fever and 
thirst, and the bloody evacuations th at m arked 
the disease. • They say th at ores of copper and 
arsenites abound in the m ountains. The scarcity of 
educated medical Deli* and the peculiar habits of 
the people undoubtedly m ade the disease more 
fatal. W hen once a mem ber of a fam ily was 
stricken, Hie rest were pretty sure to follow, 
aud this was due iii many cases to a lack 
of proper care for the sick and to a failure 
to 
properly 
dispose 
of 
the 
excreta. 
The 
people usually tiled to doctor them selves, and 
this Increased the fatality. 
Besides a great 
variety of patent nostrum s, the favorite rem e­ 
dies were liberal doses of hot m utton tallow, 
bog’s grease mixed with burnt (mulled) brandy, 
decoctions of tobacco and of 
blackberry roots, 
and all sorts of herb tea*, and at ail stages o ' 
the disease whiskey. There are not over fitteen 
physicians in the eight coup ties, but if there 
had been a hundred the people iu m any sec­ 
tions would not have lilied them. 
In 1854 
a sim ilar but less virulent plague raged through 
these m ountains. 
T here were more physicians 
then, but they knew less of m edicine than the 
people they 
tried to care for. Quinine aud 
calomel 
w ere 
the 
favorite 
rem edies, 
and 
Ut* consequent deaths 
created 
a

From 80 to OO per cent, of cow s’ milk consists 
of wafer. 
This quantity may be Increased bv 
special feeding tor tins purpose. 
Some sellers of 
milk in the neighborhood of large cities, who are 
loo conscientious to add w ater to th eir m ilk, but 
w ho still desire to dilute It. contrive to effect their 
purpose by feeding tbeir cows on juicy, succulent 
food, containing much w ater. 
Such w atered milk 
they are able to sell with a safe conscience, though 
It may be doubted if the tru e m orality of Hic case 
is much b etter than lf the pum p or w ater-can had 
been called directly Into action. T he large breeds 
ot cows are rem arkable for giving very great 
quantities of poor, w atery milk. Small breeds 
give less quantity, bu t It is of rich quality. 
The 
seasons have their effect upon m ilk. 
The m ilk In 
si ring is supposed to be the best for drinking: 
hence it woul^ be tile best for calves. 
In sum m er 
It Is best suited for cheese; aud in autum n, the 
b u tter keeping, it is Letter than th at of sum m er. 
The cows less frequently m ilked give rlclibr milk, 
and. consequently, more butter. 
The m orning’s 
m ilk is richer than the evening’s. 
The jast draw n 
milk of each milking, at all tim es nod seasons, is 
richer than tile first draw n, which is the poorest. 
Both th * quality and quantity of the milk will 
depend upon m any circum stances. The breed of 
cows is im portant. The kind of food also exercises 
no Inconsiderable influence. 
Fed on grass and 
brew er’s graius cows give great quantities of m ilk, 
but the grains are an unnatural food, and have an 
injurious Influence on the health of the cows and 
the quality of the milk. 
Y ield of Milk from Cows. 
The average quantity of milk required to pro­ 
duce one quart of cream is 12.20 quarts, the low­ 
est range being 8 quarts and the highest 18 quarts. 
The average quantity of butter from one quart of 
cream is 15.06 ounces, the low est range in this 
case being 8 ounces and the highest 22 ounces. 
There are certain causes whioh influence the 
yield of 
butter, 
^respective 
of 
the 
breed 
of the cow, or 
the actual 
feeding employed, 
ana to which It Is necessary th at 
attention 
should be given. 
Tbe first of these is to be 
found in the fact, 
th at 
the more thoroughly 
the cow Is 
m ilked, 
the richer will be 
the 
general quality of the milk. 
This arises from the 
circum stance th at the milk first draw n is alw ays 
tho poorest In quality, w hilst the last portion Is 
very much richer, 
lf, therefore, the cow is care­ 
lessly milked, the result will be a less quantity of 
butter, and tiiat, too, of inferior quality. Tem ­ 
perature also exercises very considerable influ­ 
ence, not only on tbe quantity of butter produced, 
but also on Us quality. 
D uring hot sum m er 
w eather tbe cream will gather moro quickly than 
in winter, and the butter, w hilst richer, will be 
softer. Again. In cold w eather It will be often 
found alm ost im possible, under ordinary circum ­ 
stances, to produce butter. Lowering the tem pera­ 
ture of the dairy in sum m er will, therefore, retard 
som ew hat the form ation of the cream , bu t It will 
render the b u tter firm er; and, again, Increasing 
the tem perature during cold w eather will have 
the effect of causing the butter to come quicker, 
and be OI better quality. The average tem pera­ 
ture of the dairy should be front 52° to 50° 
Fahrenheit. W here difficulty is experienced in 
churning during w inter, the operation will be 
greatly facilitated by scalding tho churn previous 
to putting in the cream , aud afterw ard setting the 
churn in a tub containing a quantity of bot w ater. 
The churn will rem ain standing in the tub whilst 
the churning is being carried on ; but the tem pera­ 
ture of the w ater need not be increased by any 
addition of 
hot 
w ater 
during the tim e of 
churning. This Is a b etter m ethod than put­ 
ting hot w ater am ongst the milk or cream . 
The tem perature of cream , when pu t iuto the 
churn, should be 52° to 53°, and this will rise to 
£6° when butter comes. A t a higher tem perature 
the butter will b t white and Inferior, 
w hen the 
entire milk is churned It m ust be of a higher 
tem perature than cream when churning com­ 
mences, say 8° or lu ° higher. Kapia churning 
also injures the quality of tho butter, overchuin- 
lng is also prejudicial; tbe best medium will be 
found to be when the churning, ^regularly and 
steadily carried on, takes from oiie-hulf hour to 
one hour to produce butter. Cream m ust also be 
sour, or well ripened, in order to produce the de* 
sired quantity and quality of butter.

T h e B e s t B re e d o f C a ttle fo r th e 
F a rm . 
livery farm er should possess the breed of cattle 
w hich, everything considered, will be the best for 
him. 
W hat breed th a t is will depend som ew nat 
upon w hat the farm er proposes to do, w hether to 
engage In dairying, beer-raising, or both dairying 
and beef-raising. 
The Jersey s are very generally 
esteem ed as butter-m akers, producing a larger 
quantity of b u tter of the best quality. 
But tho 
Jerseys are not good for beef; neither are the 
calves desirable for keeping to grow up for oxeu. 
M any farm ers are so situated th a t they desire to 
corneine dairying and beef-raistng. 
They desire 
to have cows widen w 111 be coot! tor dairying and 
which will produce calves which will m ake good 
oxen for work and for beef. 
Tile H erefords are 
excellent as beef anim als and oxen, but they are 
inferior dairy anim als. T he shorthorns come Hie 
n earest of any sort to m eeting Hie requirem ents. 
They are good tor oxen, and for beef are scarcely 
it any interior to the H erefords, and in dairy qual­ 
ities some of them excel. 
T he shorthorns have 
been bred during the last fifty years alm ost exclu­ 
sively tor production or beef, and the dairy qual­ 
ities have been neglected, yet now and then some 
very excellent m ilkers are m et with. 
M any grade 
shorthorns are found which are scarcely lf any 
Inferior in m ilking and uuiter-m aklug qualities to 
the Jersey, 
lr the sam e care had been taken in 
breeding the shorthorns to develop tho dairy qual­ 
ities th at has been taken to, develop the b e d ­ 
m aking quality they would have been the equal, 
to say tile least, of any dairy cattle in the country. 
M ore attention should be given lo Hie developm ent 
of their dairy qualities. 
CAN XIA I ttV AMI BE KF QUALITIES BE COMBINED? 
H ie com bination of good dairy qualities with 
good beet-m akiug qualities is said by some to be 
im possible. 
It is said th at a tendency to lay on 
flesh readily seem s to interfere w ith m ilking 
qualities. T he anim al th a t lays on flesh readilv, it 
is said, Is Jess apt to give a large flow of milk. Mr. 
Brice, a noted bteedei of H ereford cattle, savs: 
“ Experience has taught me th at no anim als pos­ 
sessing form aud other requisites giving teem a 
g reat disposition to latten are calculated to give 
m uch m ilk; nor is it reasonable to suppose they 
6liouid; ll would be in direct opposition to Hie law 
Of nature. 
H ad I willed it tw enty years ago my 
belief is th a t I could by this tim e have bred 
tw enty cows purely Horn my own herd, which 
should have given a sulliclent quantity of m ilk for 
(paying) dairy purposes, aud J am equally confi­ 
dent th at In the sam e period I could have had a 
■initial num ber th a t would not ai any time have 
given tw enty qu arts of milk per day among them . 
I fe I confident th at I conia effect either of these 
objects muon more easily and certainly than I 
conin blend the two properties in Hie same animal, 
retaining also Hie form aud quality best adapted 
to live hard ana Iasi.” Mo doubt it would be 
easier to develop either one of these qualities 
alone than to com bine diem in Hie same anim al. 
DIFFICULT, HUT NOT IMPOSSIBLE. 
It is«dlfflcult to develop in a high degree, in Hie 
sam e anim als, good m ilking qualities and m eat- 
produem g; yet it is believed that to a high de­ 
gree these qualities can be combined in tile same 
annual. 
In regard to tills m atter, Prolessoi Man­ 
ly Miles, in his work on “ htoek-lireediug,” says: 
••Tile m ilking qualities of 
the m eat-producing 
breeds have peen too leuerallj neglected, and 
m any breeders have been leu to b e llite th at Hie 
tendency to lay on fat Is directly antagonistic to 
tile secretion of milk, and that there Is an incom ­ 
patibility iii the active exercise of these two func­ 
tions. 
T his extrem e view ut the relations of m e 
tw o function* is basad upon certain w ell-ascer­ 
tained lap!* ti at do not, however, represent the 
whole tro th , 
ii m e ail ut mn of tim breeder is 
diiecled exclusively to the developiutui ot either 


of these functions the effect will be to dim inish 
lie activity of the other. And It is also well know n 
th a t Hie peculiarities of form th a t indicate the 
be*t feeding quality are not the same aa tfioso ob­ 
tained when the production of milk is Hie leading 
or sole object, Hie natural correlations of form and 
functions in tile two gases being quite different. 
These lacts do not, how ever, w arrant Hie assum p­ 
tion th a t Hie tw o qualities iii a high degree ut ex ­ 
cellence cannot be combined iii the same anim al. 
Tile possibility of such a com bination of charac­ 
ters has been abundantly dem onstrated by expe­ 
rience. Q uite a num ber of anim als, representing 
several d tfleient breeds and their glades, have 
come under my observation, in which good feed­ 
ing qualities w ere associated with inure than av er­ 
age excellence for Hie purposes of the dairy, and 
there are m any sim ilar instances on record.” 
D A IR Y A N D H E E F Q U A L I T I E H NOT A NT A G O N IS T IC . 
T here is less real antagonism betw een Hie beef- 
producing and m ilk quality than a t first m ight 
seem. 
Both require th at the anim al shall have . 
the capacity to digest and assim ilate a large quan­ 
tity of food. 
The beef-producer converts this 
food into flesh, and the m Uk-producer converts it 
into itfflk. 
It not giving milk. the anim al should 
be capable of transform ing tills nutrim ent into 
flesh. 
H ence it would seem that in reality Hie 
tw o qualities of 
beef and 
milk 
production 
should be com bined in Hie sam e anim al. Of course 
the two operations would uot go on a t the came 
tim e, but one would take the place of mo oilier 
w henever 
tile 
other 
was 
tem porarily sus­ 
pended. 
M r. 
W. 
W arfield, In an article in 
the B reeders' G azette, well says: 
“ lf it were 
indeed tru e th a t the production of beef and 
tho 
production 
of 
m ilk 
were 
inconsistent, 
that 
Hie 
one 
incapacitated 
the 
anim al 
for the other, t lien, Indeed, it would be a natural 
resu lt th at the 
beef and 
milk 
should 
be 
produced by different anim als. 
T h at this is so I 
do not believe. The production of milk depends 
upon two faculties—the faculty to turn a large 
quantity of food into nutritive m atter by the action 
of the stom ach and the auxiliary organs of Hie 
alim entary canal, aud the ability of the lacteal 
glands to appropriate a quantity of Hi s to Itself, 
and secrete from it the secretion wfiich we cali 
m ilk. This being so. it naturally follows th a t to 
produce a large secretion of milk we m ust pro­ 
ceed along tw o lines, lines uot to be pursued alone, 
but alw ays together, progress along eith er being 
balanced bv progress along tile other. 
The first 
is to produce a beast th at shall assim ilate food 
with the utm ost freedom aud readiness. 
Rapid 
anil steady assim ilation m ust be constant; In na­ 
ture it cannot be spasmodic. 
If it be so it will 
need to be supported—it m ight alm ost be said will 
be supported by a power to store It up. 
lf there 
is no present draiu upon the system the natu ral 
result would be the deposit of fat. 
The second 
would be a developm ent of the secretory glands, 
so th at when the call was put upon them they 
would secrete freely. 
. . . 
In Hie last resort 
these two faculties of producing milk and flesh are 
correlative. 
The one is In a large degree depend­ 
ent on tho other. 
N ature does nothing by halves. 
W hen Hie capacity to grow and fatten was given, 
rich and abundant milk was added to m ake th at 
useful.’’ Occasionally a cow is found which is 
good for m ilk, giving a large quantity of m ilk ana 
also producing calves which m ake good oxen and 
beef anim als. Many of the grade shorthorns arc 
of this sort. 
W H A T S O M E OK T H E S H O R T H O R N S H A V E B O N E . 
T here are also some strains of the thoroughbred 
shorthorns which are excellent dairy anim als, and 
a t the sam e tim e are good for beef production. 
'Hie great difficulty bas been that the breeders of 
shorthorns have 'not tried to develop the m ilking 
qualities, so th a t the breed during the past hfiy 
years lias not improved In this respect as it might. 
F iity or sixty years ago there wero some exsel- 
lent dairy fam ilies among the shorthorns. 
I he 
herd of Mr. W hitaker. In England, was probably 
about as good a dairy herd as there was. 
Tho 
record of a few of the m em bers of this nerd will 
serve to show th at they were good m ilkers: 
Yel­ 
low Hose, when three years old. gave four gallons 
and two q u arts tw ice a day; 
Red Daisy gave 
four gallons twice a day; W ildair gave four 
gallons 
tw ice, 
a 
day;

d ay ;

Belina, one of W h itak ers held, 
im ported into this country by Mr. I’pwel], gave, 
between Thursday morning, May 24, i o n , and 
Saturday eveuing, May 26, th at Is, three days, 
milk which m ade eight pounds and thirteen ounces 
of butter, or a t the rate of tw enty and one-half 
pounds per week. 
Not many Jerseys can do bet­ 
ter than that. 
Belina third and fourth, grand­ 
daughter aud gieat-grauddaUBliter of Belina. cafh 
gave thirty-tw o quarts of milk daily. 
Mr. W 111 lam 
W arfield, In the B reeder’s G azette, says of the 
shorthorns: “ We have bad at G rosm ore since 
1824 over 200 cows th at gave over five callous a 
day. 
Tbirty-flve of these gave eight gallons or 
m ore; sixty-three gave betw een six and eight; 
102, De tureen five and six. In the Am erican Herd 
Book it is staled, in the first volume, th at the 
Appoloula gave twenty-five to thirty quarts per 
day; Blanche, thirty-six q u arts; Celeste, thirty- 
three to thlrty-flve qu arts; Crum pet, thirty q u arts;

and

A. B ates’

Homo, N. Y.. is reported 
to have given fifty pounds of m ilk per day. 
A nother B ates shorthorn, owned by Mf. ra h c o tt, 
gave sixty pounds of milk per day. 
Some of Hie 
cows of the sam e breed made fifteen pounds of 
b u tter per week. A correspondent of Hie Ohio 
F an n er reports a shorthorn cow, Flora (Am erican 
H erd Book, vol. VII., page 253), as giving 10,4t>0 
pounds of m ilk in a year, equivalent to 4 4 5 pounds 
of butter. 
The sam e correspondent also reports 
th at a shorthorn cow, Rosa, gave 11,705 pounds 
or milk ill 1873. Also, another shorthorn, Maid 
of A thol, which, during the sum m er of 1874, gavo 
12,871 pounds of milk and 513 pounds of bulter. 
These instances are sufficient to show th at there 
are am ong Hie shorthorns some very ex tra dairy 
cattle. 
W H A T IS N E E D E D . 
W hat is needed I? to breed them more specially 
for Hie dairy. 
Let the best dairy anim als be se­ 
lected and bred to bulls out of Hic best dairy 
strains, and Iii this way a great im provem ent will 
be ellected. 
There have been some shorthorn 
bulls out of a lone Hue of superior dairy cows, 
which have been so far prepotent as to im press 
superior dairy qualities upoii nearly all of their 
offspring. 
It is said of young Comet R ally 1134 
th at there was scarcely a cow th a t he got th a t 
was not a wonderful m ilker. 
Ill breeding for 
dairy qualities it is not necessary to disregard beef 
qualities. 
Tliere should be especial pains taken 
in selecting Hie right kind of males. 
W ith due 
care In breeding shorthorns there can be pro­ 
duced a race or cattle which, hy their superiority 
as dairy anim als, and pt the sam e tim e their ex- 
cellence for beef will come Hie nearest of any 
breed to being ju st w hat the farm er needs.—I J ’e 
Sun.

T h e Im p ro v e m e n t of Im po verished S o ils . 
The desirability 
of Improving im poverished 
soils may be established by two or th ree sim ple 
arran g em en ts: 
1. The labor involved In cultivating and crop­ 
ping lm poveilslied soils th a t produce only half a 
crop is Just about as much as th a t required to eul- 
lvate and crop rich soils th at produce a good 
crop. 
2. Time is lost; lf the farm er only adds $100 of 
profit to his net capital yearly, instead of §200 In 
c o n flu e n c e of w orking im poverished soil, lie is 
out ju st th a t much time iii his life-w ork; or it ha 
happens to be In debt (which, unfortunately, Is too 
ofteu tho case), and the Interest un the m oiigauo 
am ounts to 8 2 0 0 a year, and lie only clears $lu() 
through Hie bad farm ing, lie wilt feel this elem ent 
of tim e in the argum ent in a very tangible fash­ 
ion, for, although the farm may bo running on 
h alftim e, the m ortgage is sure to keep running on 
full time. 
3. Toe products of im poverished sol: are inferior 
in quality, and deteriorate from year to year, and 
this is not only injurious to the farm er himself, but 
retards the progress uf Hie com m unity iii which he 
lives and tbe country, of which he should be a 
useful and productive citizen. 
The desirability of 
im proving Impoverished soils is thus made obvious 
by tbe three foregoing considerations. 
In order to reclaim Impoverished soils w ith least 
expense and delay,certain incidental Inform ation is 
Indispensable, viz. -. Which particular elem ents of 
fertility are exhausted, it not alf? Iii the absence 
of chem ical analysis this eau be best Inferred from 
the general character of tile given soli. W hat par­ 
ticular crop or crops lune been grown upon ii, and 
what m anures lias it received? Are the vegetable 
elem ents ol Hie soil deficient, or Hie m ineral, or 
both? The elem entary substances of fertile soil, 
the substances which are taken up and appropri­ 
ated by growing plant*, are lime, potash,soda, mag­ 
nesia. iron, silica, sulphur, phosphorus, chlorine, 
oxygen, nitrogen, carbon and hydrogen. These are 
taken up in various proportions by the growing 
plants, and become a part ..f their organized tis­ 
sues, ana w here Hie plants are uot allowed to re­ 
main and rot on Hie soil where they crow, but are 
removed and uo substitute retinued, there is cor­ 
responding exhaustion of such soil. And as par­ 
ticular plants require more of particular ones of 
tbose nutritive elem ents than of the others, lith e 
some crop be put upon the sam e soil from year to 
year the certain elem ents taken up will, of course, 
become exhausted and Hie soli im poverished to 
that extent. Such soil may be still capable of pro­ 
ducing other kinds or crops without m anure, only, 
however, to result in still greater im poverish­ 
m ent ii its despoiled elem ents are not returned. 
Iii cider, therefore to improve Impoverished soils 
w ith least expense and delay it is necessary to 
know w hat particular elem ents are exhausted, or 
w hether Hie im poverishm ent is general. 
But as 
most growing plants require more or less of nearly 
all those elem ents, It will be prudent iii the 
absence of such know ledge or analysis to assum e 
a general imp verlshm ent and a d accordingly. 
It Hie soil be wet, the first step is underdratuiug. 
Then if the tillage has been Hie superficial Mud, 
the dorm ant stratum of the soil proper, betw een 
the cultivated portion of Hie sub-soil, m ust be 
turned up aud exposed to the Solvent action of 
the sun, frost and ell. 
Having thus uuaerdrained the soil in question 
and turned up tl.e dorm ant stratum of the sol* 
proper, aud exposed such uudei-soll to Hie air, 
sun aud H ost for a season, it can then lie treated 
lo a liberal supply of m anure. 
In the absence of 
the m anure, having got the soil to the condition 
described, clover may bt* sown, and ju st as it is 
blooming ploughed under; or, as a cheaper re­ 
source, s o w to buckw heat early and plough under 
in luoom. and sow again and plough under. 
'Hie very Im portant problem, “ How lo improve 
the im poverished soils," so prevalent in Hie older 
parts of Canada. may be solved in a lew words and 
summed up In cue sentence; viz., let the whole of 


Hie natural m anures th at tits country produces be 
properly preserved and Judiciously applied to Hie 
mud. 
„, 
,,* , 
U nder the ordinary circum stances of iarin life Iii 
Ontario, where tin* farm ing is Judiciously divided 
betw een stock and grain, lith e fertilizing products 
of both houses aud ba; us were properly saved 
and used the soils need not becom e im poverished, 
while these th at are im poverished could soon lie 
restored. 
As It Is now Hie m anures are hair 
wasted or more. The excreta an d alo p s (solid and 
liquid) of the households are at present nearly all 
w asted, while if properly preserved ami used, that 
from a fam ily of six persons would fairly m anure 
fifteen lo tw enty acres annually. 
Of tile harp* 
yard m anure tile 
liquid is at present nearly 
ail w asted; much of the solid also through 
being exposed and thereby losing Us fertilizing 
gases. 
Ii a horse, cow or other anim al dies from 
diseases pi other causes, it is usually buried, lf 
buried at all,fin some out of-the-way corner, where 
it goes to nourish weeds, while, when properly 
placed in a compost of mould to decompos**, it 
may be made to yield several loads of first-class 
m anure. 
To utilize the excreta and other fertil­ 
izers of tile household a t little trouble and ex­ 
pense, a ton or tw o of dry earth can be collected 
every sum m er d u n n g th e dry season for the y ear’s 
supply, and all com posted with the excreta, etc.. 
iii barrels or boxes under cover; or vegetable 
mould or muck m ay b e carted to a proper place 
convenient to tbe household and a mound formed 
to receive all the excreta, adding a fresh layer of 
mould I rom tim e to time. The m uck or mould 
m ay also be carted to Hie barnyard aud stables to 
absorb the liquid m anure, w here reservoirs are 
absent.—[Canadian Farm er. 


H ow E arly to B re ed . 
It Is a disputed question a t w hat age it is best 
to commence breeding fillies. M any good breeders 
claim that when tulles are bred early, say when 
they are tw o years old, it helps to develop them, 
m aking them broader and b etter form ed than if 
this is delayed until they are a year older. 
I have 
heard good breeders claim th a t they would rather 
breed at two years, even though they killed Hie 
foal as soon as born, for tbe benefit Hie m other 
would receive in a b etter developm ent. 
As a gen­ 
eral rule. breeders acknow ledge th at it is* not 
alw ays the best to allow a young filly to nurse and 
raise ber first colt; and tills is the m ost serious 
objection to early breading. Very few breeders 
will destroy tile foal, and to allow a young m are, 
th at should have all tile advantages possible to 
induce lier to m ake a good grow th, to raise a 
colt, is in many cases really Injurious, often strain­ 
ing the m are so m uch Huh she never I ally recovers 
from it. 
In such cases there is no question th at 
Hie m are is injured lully as m uch in value as the 
colt is worth a t weaning tim e. 
Those who advo­ 
cate later breeding or w aiting until Hie lilly is 
three years old (ann others even go so far as to 
walt until fool) claim that the filly then is better 
developed and is stronger in every way and in a 
better condition to nurse lier colt w ithout in ju ry ; 
and th a t Hie colt will be much b etter and more 
valuable, enough m ole to repay the tim e lost iii 
w aiting another year. 
Much of course depends upon the filly. Home 
are better able to breed and nurse aguilt at two 
years than others a t ihreo aud even four; and a 
good breeder will alw ays look at tills m atter from 
a business standpoint. 
It is poor economy to ruin 
or stunt a young grow ing anim al for Hie sake of a 
colt th a t a t best will not equal olio bred later. 
G enerally we do not expect m e first to be of ex tra 
quality, and much less so when bred too early. Of 
course, som ething depends upon w hat is intended 
to be done WHI) the motlier, if she can he allowed 
to have Hie rim of a good pasture, with a sufficient 
supply of grain to keep lier in good thriving con­ 
dition, with little or no work, she will do better 
than if in addition to carrying lier foal she is 
obliged to work. Of course, lf aile can be kept 
growing all Hie tim e silo will be less Injured than 
if she m ust work. 
Yet, taking all things into con­ 
sideration, w all Hie advantages of being able to 
break the anim al earlier lo harness, and Hie 
quality of the foal and the ability of the m other to 
nurse without injury, th ree years old seem s on the 
whole better than two, even though Hie plan of 
breeding at tw o aud then destroying the foal be 
carried out. 


M u tto n O n c e M ore. 
Several tim es recently wo have t&ken occasion 
to urge a, greater consideration on tbe p a rt of 
flockm asters of the im portant subject of m utton 
producflon, 
We have been prom pted to do this 
because we have believed th a t this would m ake 
our sheep-breeders com paratively independent of 
tbe condition of Hie wool m arket. 
But, independ­ 
ent of this, the m atter is w orthy of serious a tte n ­ 
tion, for It is a fact, and It was high tim e we had 
fully realized it, th a t our m utton gets worse in­ 
stead of belter. 
W e think there is no queslion 
at all about this being a fact. 
It is next to impos­ 
sible to get even m oderately decent m utton in 
our m arkets. 
It is lough, strong, or tasteless, 
and people are beginning to refuse to buy m ut­ 
ton. 
They arc giving Hie orders tiiat a friend 
of ours recently gave in our hearing. 
Ile said 
at ins table, a t which we were a guest, th a t the 
m utton oi Hie m arkets was so w retchedly poor 
th a t It distressed him to see “ m uiton-day” come at 
Ins house, aud, addressing ids wife, he said, 
‘T leaso buy no more m utton.” 
T hat any m an in

produced in Hie world. 
We have the intelligence 
to do it, we have Hie sheep to do it, and we have, 
or ought to have, Hie food to do It. 
Yet we do not 
d o lt. Cross Hie Canadian line and you may get 
m utton of Hie very best quality. T heir necessities 
have made them good m utton producers. 
But, 
as we have repeatedly said, we have run to woo), 
and yet Hie care necessary to produce good 
m utton 
would 
m aterially aid 
in 
producing 
wool, 
for it would 
be in Hie direction 'of 
m aking our sheep healthier. 
W here we particu­ 
larly fail is in w inter care. 
W e do not provide 
such food as sheep or any of our anim als should 
have. 
Tliero are m any flocks of sheep th at go 
through the entire w inter w ithout anything but 
dry food. We som etim es hare Hie question asked, 
Will ensilage be good for sheep? 
We answ er tile 
question according to our best judgm ent. 
We de­ 
sire to say now th a t no one should let any argu­ 
m ent or supposition stand iii his way of providing 
ensilage for ids sheep, lf lie is “ struck” after 
ensilage and will provide no, other sim ilar lood. 
Ii is not for us to say th at there is anything belter, 
or as good. 
We have never pretended to (lo more 
In lids respect than to give our opinion, entirely 
unsupported by experience. 
We have, however, 
given the experience of others, and Hie reader can 
form ins own opinion from such testim ony. 
But we do recognize Hie necessity of producing 
better m utton. 
Unless we do Hits Hie flockfnasier 
is Injuring ins propects every day aud every hour. 
Aud we never can do it, unless we give better whi­ 
te r care to our flocks, aud th at better care will 
include a due proportion of some sort of green 
food in the diet. 
In a country w here we can grow 
roots as easily us we can grow them in this coun­ 
try ,we should at least have plenty of them to feed.

districts 
th at 
are 
particularly 
cele­ 
brated 
for 
the 
production 
ot liner m utton 
are districts in widen there is the best of gi eeu 
food ail through the w inter. Iii those sections 
where we cannot pasture through Hie w iuter we 
must supply the lack bv providing som ething of 
the sam e character. 
Roots arc cheap, 
They 
c m Da yr wn w ith liitle trouble. 
They pro 
duce 
abundant y, 
and 
they are 
harvested 
w ithout 
difficulty. 
'Hie 
m arket 
dem ands 
that we should pay more attention to tins m atter. 
We have been accustom ed to refer to the difficul­ 
ties with which our sheep interests have had to 
contend, and which w ere embodied lit the w retch­ 
edly poor quality ot m utton in tile years gone by, 
and we have congratulated ourselves Hint we 
were rapidly overcom ing these difficulties by pro­ 
ducing better m utton. This lias been true. too. 
'Hie m arkets for m utton have been im proving. 
The people were being taught th at m eat from tbe 
sheep was as good as any m eat. 
But now the 
consum er is again losing confidence, and tho m ar­ 
ket is in d an cer of suffering great injury. 
It is a 
very easy m atter to lessen the consum ption of an 
article, but it is a difficult m atter to restore an 
injured m arket to vigor. 
W hen people have re­ 
fused to buy som ething because of its Inferiority, 
It Is no easy thiug to Induce them to touch it 
again. 
It Is to our interests as sheep-raisers to think of 
these tilings, and begin the desired Im provem ent 
among our own flocks, 
if ev erym an will begin 
reform at once, aud with him self, lie will soon see 
m arvellous changes iii every direction in which 
reform is needed. 
Men, somehow, are loath to do 
tins. They want to see somebody else reform , or 
they wish to be joined in the work of reform ation. 
This latter wish is com m endable enough, but the 
m ost practical way to inaugurate re tu rn of any 
kind is to begin at once to put our own ait'atrs Iii 
Hie line of reform . And iii regard to this m atter 
let every flockm astcr say: “O thers may do as they 
wish, but, as lor mo, I am determ ined to take ad­ 
vantage of Hie opportunities offered in tins n a tu ­ 
ral sheep country to produce Hie best m utton In 
tile world.” 
Unlike many reform s, ibis one will 
pay the. otic who inaugurates it once, aud pays 
well. 


P a rs le y a s a H o u se P la n t. 
Parsley in Hie w inter season can botli bo made 
useful and ornam ental, planted either In a plain 
square box, or lf to be a Utile more ornam ental, 
bore boles in. a keg of suitable size and nil it with 
rich earth, and plant the paisley in the holes to 
grow all around Hie outside of tbe keg. 
By tins 
method sufficient seasoning from this plant can be 
procured not very far from Hie kitchen, 
it Is it 
plant, 
how ever,' th at 
requires 
special 
atten ­ 
tion, and m ust be well w atered and kept Iii a 
tem perature rath er below 60°, and w ithout much 
detrim ent it will grow at 20 lower, but it must 
alw ays have Hie light, and the sun to shine on the 
plant as much as possible. 
W hen the parsley is 
cropped off for use it should be kept neatly 
ti limned. 
A sm all box or tw o will yield condi­ 
m ent enough to supply tbe household all w inier. 
To be sine. there is no great beauty iii the parsley 
plant, but It may be allowed lo grow in some back 
coi ner or out-of-the-way place, so not to disgrace 
tile handsom e exotic whose beauty often stands 
In the way of com fort and the enjoym ent of tiiat 
widen is tho m ost usetu). 
in Hie w inter season 
exotics require a great deal of ex tra attention. 
Una! gas and too high or too low a tem perature 
give Hie patient housewife a great deal ot trouble 
to keen lier flowers in a satisfactory condition, 
ami often she has much w orrim ent aud vexation 
o v e r m ishaps to her flowers. 
The sum m er season is the proper tim e to culti- 
vaie and adm ire flowers, and no erne should be 
blumed for tin s w eakness and adm iration of Hie 
beautiful em blem s of m ortality, which bloom only 
a short tune and lade aw ay forever. But when we 
see women who have more useful work always on 
hand thai* they eau possibly do, sacrificing their 
health and com fort for Hie love of flowers by keep­ 
ing up a vain and em pty allow of the aesthetic, 
| wiiu trouble some flowers in the w inter season, we 


m ust co..c.mle th a t they are not fulfilling th eir 
sphere in tills life to the best purpose. 
A few 
hardy flowers kept blooming in toe windows ill 
w inter, including paisley or any oilier useful and 
ornam ental herbaceous plant, is certainly advis­ 
able ; blit, beyond that, let the care and cultiva­ 
tion of oniaineiitai flowers tall upon those who 
have leisure to attend to them w ithout detrim ent 
to the needed aud mere useful duties of Hie House­ 
hold. 
We oiien see, women whosis sole existence 
seem s to be rapturously w rapped up In tile love 
for flowers, insom uch th at they give Hic cold 
•boulder of neglect to their children. 
The love of 
flowers, governed by reason, is well enough, anil 
to the beauty of I beni no one can o b je c t; but little 
children arc the sw eetest and dearest flowers th at 
grow upon m is earth, and no earth ly object 
should divide our love for them.

Tile question as to tho profits of keeping poul­ 
try Is to be settled only by statistics, and not by 
the general im pressions offono sud another farm ­ 
er. 
For 
In a m atter In which so m any ques­ 
tions of nice economy are Involved, and where 
w ith a sm all num ber of fowls the expenses and 
retu rn s stand so near each other, the answ ers, in 
various cases, will be very diverse. 
We know, from our recorded experience, th at 
poultry farm s aru profitable investm ents, and we 
gladly subm it the following tables from others 
bearing upon this point. 
T he first com es from Georgia, anti the w riter 
strongly affirms ins belief th a t tbe business is 
profitable. 
H is fowls Rad the run of the farm , 
but wero fed three limes a day, ju st as lf they 
had beerfconfiiied. He adds th at lie lust IOO chick­ 
ens by rats, because his coops w ere im properly 
constructed.

ness of railw ay extension, which is now to receive 
so pow erful an im pulse, w ill have an even more 
Im portant effect in stim ulating the export .of 
indian grain to Europe than In facilitating Us dis­ 
tribution Iii Iud a itself.

to point out, w ere not Hie fact so surprisingly 
ignored iii most quarters, how vast an influence 
this new developm ent of In d ia’s resources m ust 
exercise upon the whole foreign policy of tills 
country. 
W ith England largely and even princi­ 
pally dependent on india for her food supply, (tis 
absolutely inevitable ; Ii at a great change should 
come over tile opinions or Euglislim eu as to 
Hie im portance to 
ourselves of 
cu r dom in­ 
ion in th a t country. 
The duty of England 
to India is generally recognized, even by that 
small section of pedantic cynics whose one delight 
is to depreciate ti.o greatness, and whose one hope 
is to curtail the dom inion of England. 
But, while 
readilv adm itting the duty 01 England to India, 
there is a school of politicians, and these are not 
contem ptible, either 111 num ber or authority, who 
stoutly deny the valU3 ot India to E ngland. 
B ut 
w hatever tru th there may have been in their ar­ 
gum ents a t one time ibis iheory m ust lose In 
w eight with every year th a t brings us larger car­ 
goes of Indian cereals, until ut last It ceases to 
exist as a reasonable iheory a t all. 
W hen India 
lias taken the place which tile U nited States now 
occupy iii supplying England w ith the necessaries 
of life, the Idea that, as far as our interests are 
concerned, we m ight suffer her to relapse into bar­ 
barism or to fail into Hie (lands of a foreign and 
possibly hostile power, will no longer be capable 
of argum ent am ong sane men. 


V e g e ta b le C u ltu re in B e rm u d a . 
Consul Allen says th at onions, potatoes and to­ 
m atoes com prise alm ost the entire production of 
Berm uda, and give em ploym ent to the greater 
portion of the Inhabitants, and the prosperity of 
the colony depends largely upon the success of 
the crop and Hie dem ands of the m arkets. 
In 
onion grow ing the seed used is grown In Hie 
C anary Islands, and is im ported in Hie m onths of 
A ugust ann Septem ber; it Is sown In the m onths 
of Septem ber, O ctober and N ovem ber, thickly in 
beds, the ground 
baying 
been 
heavily m a­ 
nured 
w ith 
stable 
m anure 
two 
or 
three 
m onths 
before 
sowing. 
Tile w hite seed is 
sown first, arid produces tile earliest crop. Hie 
shipm ent of which com m ences in M arch. 
W hen 
the plan ts are sufficiently large—about six to eight 
inches high—they are tran sp lan ted 
Into beds 
about four feet wide, tbe plants being set about 
seven inches ap art each way. 
H ie plants from 
tile w hite seed are transplanted as soon as they 
are large enough, but tliosy from iii© red seed are 
not usually transplanted until the beginning of 
Jan u ary , and the ground requires to I e only 
m oderately m anured. 
If transplanted too early, 
aud Hie soil is too rich, the bulb is likely to 
split Into 
several 
pieces, and Is w orthless. 
After 
transplanting, 
the 
soil 
requires 
to 
be 
lightened 
once 
or 
twice, 
and 
tne 
weeds rem oved before they m ature. 
As soon as 
the lop begins to fall tile onions are pulled and 
allowed to im on Hie ground for two or three days, 
when they are cut and packed in boxes of fifty 
pounds each and sent to m arket. 
All Hie onions 
are delivered a t the port of shipm ent In boxes, 
ready for the m arket, and for the past tw o years 
the producer has been com pelled by law to place 
ids nam e or Initials conspicuously on caci) pack­ 
age. 
It is estim ated that a large profit on the out­ 
lay is realized, when the crop is large and tile 
m arket good, an acre of ground som etim es re­ 
turning as much as £120 to £170. 
For Hie cultivation of potatoes the seed was 
form erly nearly all im ported from the U nited 
S tates, hut of late years has come largely from 
New 
Brunswick, 
Nova 
Scotia, 
and 
Prince 
Edw ard Island. 
'Hie ground for potatoes is 
usually plowed or broken up with Hie spade and 
raked, the seed cut Into pieces with one or tw o 
eyes, amt planted by forcing into th* ground with 
the fingers to Hie depth of about four in d ies, in 
rows about tw enty Indies apart, anil about eight 
in d ies In the rows. From six to eight barrels of 
seed are used to the acre. 
W hen Hie plants 
arc a 
little 
above 
the 
ground, 
the 
soil 
Is lightened 
between Hie rows w ith a fork, 
and when about six indies high the earth from 
betw een tho rows is hoed round tho plains, only 
one hoeing being required. 
For growing tom a­ 
toes the seed is Im ported every year, and is sown 
about October, and transplanted in Decem ber, 
into rows about six feet apart, anil Hie plants are 
put about four feel arnu t in Hic rows. 
As soon as 
transplanted, Hie ground round Hie plants is cov­ 
ered thickly with brush—chiefly Hie wild sage 
which 
grows 
over 
the 
hills — not

Tho brush 
is usu­ 
ally raised once 
by 
running a stick under

Six 
or seven quarts from the bill is considered a fair 
crop. T he fruit Ie rolled til paper, mid packed in 
boxes containing about seven quanta each. Consul 
Allen says th a t tho price of land in Berm uda 
varies from £ 3 0 to £40 an acre, and Iii some eases 
not more than one-elehth Is susceptible of culti­ 
vation. 
Ii is estim ated th at there is un atiuu&l 
export of 350,000 boxes of onions, Hie box con­ 
taining about fifty pounds, and of potatoes 45,000 
barrels.—[Scientific A m erican. 


F e e d in g “ S to r e ” C a ttle . • 
One great specialty in agriculture is the breed­ 
ing and feeding of beef cattle for m arket. T he 
expert in tills business lins learned th a t there 
m ust be, for the highest profit, no standstill in the 
life of tim beef anim al. W hore then* is no grow th 
the food eaten is lost. 
All grow th comes from Hie 
ex tra food; if only enough is given to support the 
anim al, it m ust rem ain statlonaiy, w ithout any 
increase in weight or in value. 
A num erous class 
of farm ers keep w hat they call “ store” cattie 
through the season, iii a standstill condition; and 
they do not seem to realize th at they have been 
throw ing aw ay all the lood consum ed through the 
Winter, because they have not given food enough 
to produce any growth, 
lin s ought to lie so 
plain 
to 
them as not to need explanation. 
Tile store anim al, th at 
m akes no grow th, is 
actually becoming less valuable, 
because 
its 
capacity for digesting food becom es im paired, and 
it of I en takes a m onth, on good grass, to g et these 
store cattle into a thrifty condition again, lf these 
farm ers would study this sto rm s system carefully 
they certainly would not repeat It. 
As we have 
often shown. It takes tw o-thirds of a full ration to 
keep Hie anima! alive, w ithout grow th, and Hits is 
lost unless tho other Hilld is added, to produce a 
Vigorous growl Ii. 
It costs from $10 to $15 to 
store a steer through the w inter, and ii Hie farm er 
has ten head ills loss will be from $100 to $150, 
while, had lie fed from $50 to $75 worth more of 
feed. Hie grow th would tiave paid n profit on tho 
whole iced. 
Tills system , then, shows a great

T h e In d ia n W h e a t Q u e s tio n . 
T here is one broad consideration suggested by 
the report of the com m ittee on Indian railw ays, 
which throw s into the shade even Hie many im­ 
portant, interesting and m uch debated points of 
detail w ith which it principally deals.

fact is th a t we are slowly but certainly approach­ 
ing a tim e w hen India will be the granary of Eng­ 
land. 
Indian w heat can already bo raised and 
brought to this country at a cost far below th at of 
Hie cultivation and carn ag e of the A m erican crop, 
and though the supply is still lim ited, it is fast 
increasing, even under present conoltions, and 
with any considerable developm ent lu the m eans 
of tran sp o rt in India it will increase m ud) faster 
still. 
And such a developm ent is now not (inly 
contem plated but assured. U pw ards of £30,000,- 
000 arc lo be advanced or gum anteed by the gov­ 
ernm ent In m aking new lines or im proving old 
om s, while a not much sm aller sum will, It is an­ 
ticipated. be expended by private senterpiiso oil 
lines ot a inure certainly and 
directly pro­ 
ductive 
character. 
I ii 
any case 
the con­ 
struction 
of 
som ething 
like 
4000 
addi­ 
tional 
miles 
of 
railroad 
is 
placed 
iii 
im m ediate prospect. 
And these are grain lines. 
T heir prim ary object m ay bo to m ake Hie vast 
granaries of one part of India available at a pinch 
tor Hie supply of oilier and less favored districts 
of the peninsula.

C u ltu ra o f C elery in B ed a. 
I prom ised to give your readers an account of 
the m ethod pursued by grow ers for the Baltim ore 
m arket, and others here, in the cultivation of 
celery. 
Ti,is m ethod may not be piacticable at 
Hie N orth, but even there, in private gardens, it is 
well worth Hying. 
Tile m ethod of culture is said 
to lie the sam e as practised in som e parts of Eng­ 
land. 
'Hie plants are such as are usually grow n 
from seed sown in tho open ground iii April! 
P lanting is usually begun late in July, and for 
th at which is to be kept until spring, not until 
A ugust 15. 
We usually plant celery in ground 
th at lias been Heavily m anured in spring and 
planted

or 
some 
other 
early 
crop th at 
is 
soon 
out 
of 
the way. 
As 
soon us tills crop off Hie land 
is 
ploughed, 
cultivated, rolled and harrow ed, until it is per­ 
fectly fine. 
'I lie beds are Planted on the surface 
and arc live feet wide, and a space of ground 
eight feet or more wide Is left betw een each bed 
for earthing up. 
Iii planting, a line is stretched 
along one side of Hie bed. aud a board, live feet 
long and one foot wide, having notches on botli 
its edges six indies ap art, is placed across the 
lied at rig h t angles with the line. 
The planters 
stand on this bo ard and set a plant a t each notch. 
Tile board is-1lien turned over, and Hie process 
repeated to Hie end of Hie bed, thus putting the 
plants six Inches ap art In rows one foot asunder, 
Care m ust be used to keep Hie planting board 
perpendicular to Hie line, so as to keep the rows 
straight. 
N othing fu rth er is necessary, except 
weeding and cultivating, until the eurMung-up 
process is com menced. 
F or earthing up tw o boards about lime inches 
wide and long enough to project eighteen indies 
on e ad i side when laid across Hie bed, are used. 
The projecting portions are tapered so as to be 
used as handles. 
In earthing two men work to­ 
gether. on opposite sides of the bed. The earthing 
boards are pinned on edge crossw ise the bed, be­ 
tw een two rows of plants, aud are supported in 
position by pegs driven in Hie soil at cad i end. 
The space betw een the boards is then filled wit Ii 
earth, and the w orkm en, taking hold of tile egds 
of tbe boards, bring their upper edges together 
with a few sharp raps, so as to leave the earth 
standing in a sharp ridge between the rows. 
Tile boards are then moved to Hie next rows 
and the 
process repeated. 
Boys follow the 
hillers, anil, grasping cad i plant with the left 
hand, draw the earth closely around with the 
right, so as to prevent the earth getting into Hie 
hearts of the plants. 
As the celery grows tiffs- 
process is repeated, care being alw ays used to 
car: v no OU c ad i sldo of the bed a neat bank of 
c an li tw elve to eighteen inches thick. 
By the last 
of Novem ber or early in D ecem ber we are ap t to 
have bard freezing, and earth is then filled iii en­ 
tirely over Hie bed, com pletely covering Hie tops 
for several indies. 
As tut* w eather grows severe 
beds are covered a foot deep wit Ii leaves from Hie 
woods, and cornstalks are laid 'over all to keep the 
leaves from blowing off. 
Tile covering of leaves 
enables us to dig at auy tim e Iii winter, and It 
is only dug as used or m arketed. 
To mv taste 
celery kep t In this way is much b etter tim ii that 
which bas been lifted and stored, as tho la tte r is 
loss crisp and brittle. 
I should have stated th at 
at c a d i earthing tile blank spaces betw een the 
beds should be well ploughed and harrow ed, so 
th a t Hie earth will be in good order for tile hillers. 
lf thoroughly covered, I do not see why tins 
m ethod would not do just as well a t the N orth as 
here. 
VV lien the workm en get accustom ed to Hie 
tools used, tho labor is but a trifle com pared with 
growing celery in single rows, then digging It and 
trenching for w inter. 
In Hie fearful w inter of 
1880-81,when Hie m ercury on one occasion fell 
to 1 8° below zero here, my celery grown in this 
way came through all right.—[Country G entlem an. 


W o m e n in th e D airy. 
It Is becom ing a serious question all over the 
world w hat occupation to put tho youug women 
at who for any cause fall to en ter Hie m arriage 
state. To our uolion. there is no calling so adm ir­ 
ably adapted to Hie fem inine genius as th at of 
dairying—perhaps not in its broadest sense, as 
including farm ing and stock raising, but certainly 
in the way of m aking cheese and butter, 
if we 
•had a bright youg girl left to our care, w ith the 
understanding m at we w ere to find an occupation 
for lier, and sue had no personal objection to Hie 
occupation, we would certainly advise lier to 
m age a llrst-ciass cheese or butler m aker of lier- 
sell—not th a t she need do the work with lier 
own hands, for a knowledge of now to teach 
others is tar more valuable than the single 
work of an individual can be. 
W omen have natu­ 
rally the fine Instincts of taste and smell that are 
inseparable from Hie finished dairy man or wo­ 
man. 
$)ie of all others know s what it is to be 
clean aud neat about Hie appointm ents of tho 
dairy-rooin aud the utensils used In handling the 
milk or m aking the cheese or butter. 
She ot all 
others will know w hether b u tter is made into e n ­ 
ticing form s or enclosed iii si dilative passages. 
To be sure, she would uot be a safe person to try 
and barter with bv condem ning ber goods in or­ 
der to .cheapen them. 
Men are accustom ed to 
sueii tilings, but w ithout further experience she 
would bo likely to fall back on her dignity 
early in Hie argum ent. 
There are so many 
points to raise In favor or women becoming expert 
m akes of butter and cheese, and so few to oppose 
It, Hint we eau hardly com prehend the causa that 
seem s to ostracize them from tho field of .labor. 
T ake butter-m aking as a sam ple case, and there is 
no hard work attached to the business th a t cannot 
be perform ed by horse or steam power or the 
rough hands of Hie farm laborer. 
H ie nice work 
depends upon the keeping and m anipulation of 
tho cream and butter before it is packed. 
This, 
Hie most vital part, is peculiarly women’s work, 
mid we think tile world at large is losing one of its 
Lest powers iu the m ast appropriate field, while 


women are from some cause denied en tran ce to 
this w ork, so adm irably adapted to th eir nature 
and th eir w ants. 
______ 


F e e d in g S u g a r to C a ttle . 
On a large dairy farm near London sugar has 
been found lo effect an actual econom y, by In­ 
ducing Hie cows to thoroughly clear out every 
particle of food from Hie m anger 
instead of leav­ 
ing a good deal, as they ordinarily do. It has been 
lound bv another farm er to improve the flavor oftlie 
m ilk, and to increase its percentage of cream . The 
flesh of pigs partly fed on sugar has proved to be 
unsually fine. 
In the M idlands, w here com para­ 
tively few roqts are grown, sheep have also been 
very successfully fed w ith m olasses, thinned down 
WIW w ater. Now that sugar can be brought for 
tills purpose at a little over a*d. per pound In 
London, and reluse m olasses at just oveapF/fad. per 
pound. W ere is no doubt an opening foF a great 
extension >u its use fur feeding stock of all sorts. 
As a relish alone sugar would fill an Im portant 
place, while it is known to b>* a m ost nutritious 
and fattening substance. Tiffs year,with a light hay 
aud root crop, affords ju st tile opportunity for Its 
introduction, 
V arious receipts have been given 
by well-known agriculturists and stoek-ralners 
from tune lo tune, the usual quantities suggested 
being one quart of m olasses a day for a store and 
two for a fatting beast, 
Tiffs should be mixed 
with cut chaff, cake, mangold, etc., and turned 
over and over a few tim es, leaving it fo r a few 
hours to allow the sugar to i e thoroughly ab- 
sorned, and In addition a slight degree of ferm enta­ 
tion to be set up. 
lf dry sugar Is preferred it can 
be sprinkled in sm all quantities over Hie p re­ 
pared food. 
In some cases it lias even been used 
by farm ers w hen stacking new ly-cut hay. 
Tbe 
fallowing receipt appealed some years back in 
the Sugar Canel Fifty-six pounds of hay, flftv-slx 
pounds of straw , fourteen pounds of Indian meal, 
fourteen pounds of bran, fourteen pounds of lin­ 
seed cuke and seven pounds of cane sugar. 


H ow to T a n S h e e p s k in s . 
W here farm ers kill but a few sheep during the 
season they can m ake better use of the pelts than 
to sell them if they know how to preserve them . 
F or m ats tak e two long-wooled skins and m ake a 
strong suds, using hut w ater; when It is cold w ash 
the skins in it, carefully squeezing them betw een 
Hie hands to get the d irt out of Hie wool; then 
wash tile soap out w ith clear, cold w ater. 
Then 
dissolve alum and salt, each a half pound, with 
a little hot 
w ater 
sufficient 
to 
cover the 
skins, 
and 
then 
let them soak in 
it over 
night 
for 
tw elve 
hours, 
then 
hang 
over 
a 
pole 
to 
draiu. 
W hen 
they 
are 
well 
drained, 
spread 
or 
stretch 
carefully 
over 
a 
board to dry. 
W hen a little (temp. iiave 
one ounce each saltpetre an a alum pulverized and 
sprinkle on Hie flesh side of each -kin, rubbing in 
w ell; then lay the flesh slues together and hang In 
the shade for tw o or three days. turning the un­ 
der skin upperm ost every day until perfectly dry, 
then scrape the flesh side with a blunt knife to re- 
tnove any rem aining scraps of flesh. Trim off 
projecting points, and rub the flesh side w ith the 
hands. 
They also m ake rood m ittens. 
Lamb­ 
skins, or even sheepskins. if Hie wool be trim m ed 
off evenly to half or t.iree-toiirtlis inch long, m ake 
beautiful and w arm m ittens for ladles aud gentle­ 
men. and the girls w ith a little practice can m ake 
them . 


E n g lish W h e a t C ro w e rs. 
The London Econom ist says: 
Tho trem endous 
drop in the price' of w heat has produced some­ 
thing like a panic am ong the w heat grow ers of the 
country. 
W hen they had to sell at forty shillings 
a q u arter they declared th at they could only do so 
at a loss, arid now th at good red w iieat is selling 
in Hie country m arket at tin n y shillings they are 
talkiug about giving up w heat grow ing altogether. 
W hat will fanners do? They certainly cannot 
keep on grow ing w heat to scil at thirty shillings a 
q u arter: amt if they wore sure tiiat such a price 
would prevail next year, there would probably be 
a greatly dim inished are a sown with tiffs cereal. 
it Is doubtful w hether English farm ers can profit­ 
ably grow w heat ai 4us. a (lim iter, and we may 
be certain tiiat if the average price should be per­ 
m anently below th at figure, tim area of land under 
w heat will in future decrease even more rapidly 
than it has (lone during the last ten years. 
In no 
country will farm ers keep on grow ing w heat at a 
loss. 
Even Hie ryots of India cannot send us 
w heat a t 30s. ii quarter, and it m ay be concluded 
th at no other country can ; theretoro, Hie present 
low price will not last long. 
A q u arter is 500 
pounds or close upon eight bushels; 30s. a quar­ 
ter is therefore equivalent to about ninety-live 
cents a bushel. 


T h in g s W o rth K n o w in g . 
One of the largest and m ost experienced breed­ 
ers and raisers of horses iii Illinois says th at lf 
you will give one or tw o m outhfuls of liny to Hie 
horse before you w ater him, there will never bu 
any danger of the horse being water-fom idoreu. 
Tins Is, as far as his experience Is concerned, un 
infallible rule, and Is w orth being rem em bered by 
all horsem en. 
A large lum p of clean rock salt should be kept 
constantly in .the m anger of every horse and colt 
while stabled. 
A bout one pound a month is suffi­ 
cient to satisfy the average horses w hich have free 
access to It. 
A g reat w idth betw een and prom inence of the 
eyes Indicates a teachable and tractable horse. 
\\ Kith between the ears indicates courage, iinule- 
ness aint strength of character. 
Roundness and 
elevation between Hie eyes indicates m ildness of 
disposition and desire lo be c a iessed and to re­ 
ciprocate kindness. 
To kec)) work horses In good condition an Eng­ 
lish farm er says: For two w inters I huve giveu 
the following allow ance to six horses: Forty-tw o 
pounds oats, 28 pounds maize. 2 i pounds beans, 
21 pounds cut hay and 70 pounds ioug hay, or a 
total of 106 pounds of food per week per horse. 
Upon this food the horses have done adm irably 
while in constant work. 
Young stock should have an allow ance of corn­ 
m eal at least once a day lrom now until spring, rn 
order th a t they m ay not become reduced in flesh. 
Meal is fattening, and although Hie young stock 
may be well provided with hay aud grain, yet the 
m eal should not be onjttled. 
Oats are best fed 
when ground, aud the hay should be cut and 
m oistened. 
Fienty of good food and enough of exercise to 
keel) Hie m uscles 
*s tll*> best treatm en t of 
horses in w inter. 
It Is quite common for many 
farm ers to underfeed In w inter, because they have 
Utils or nothing for burses to do. 
But a horse 
thus m anaged soou loses his capacity for I lard 
service. 
Such a horse may be fed so as to m ake a 
good show in spring, but it will be iat, not muscle, 
a n d a few days In ploughing or harrow ing will 
bring film down. H orses worked continuously are 
less liable lo galls iron) the Runless, es tho skin is 
alw ays firm aud nard. 
The farm ers of Penobscot county, M aine, who 
have taken up associated dairying, find, according 
to Secretary G ilbert’s report, th at for the thiee 
item s of calves, cheese and butter, the annual 
iiioouie from Hie dairy reaches an average of $62 
per cow, aud Unit Hie cost is only $40, leaving a 
profit 01 $22 per cow. 
A 100-acre farm ought to 
carry a herd or fitly eows, and tiffs would give a 
salary th a t would be considered quite handsom e 
by a ta n n e r or m echanic. 
It is not,the large am ount of business a man 
does, nor the large am ount of money lie handles, 
t h a t constitutes in* gam s; but rath er th a t which 
he saves after paying expenses. 
Some do not believe It would pay to build silos 
for poultry houses, unless one had a large num ber 
ol liens, and then they should be in the shape of 
airtig h t tierces, which could be pressed solid and 
covered like a can. 
Then a tierce opened at a 
tim e could be used before sowing, youug clover 
being used as Hie toed covered. 
It one will sow 
clover and herds-grass, and cut it four tim es a 
year, and dry it In Hie shade, so that Hie leaves 
will not fall o trN h e sieuis, it will be found to be 
Hie best of green food for liens iii w inter, as there 
is no food in grain or roots that will give a yellow 
yolk like clover and m eat, and by its use a yellow 
sponge cake and custard eau be had in w inter as 
well as iii sum m er. 
Advices from A ustralia to Septem ber l l report 
th a t farm ers are seriously contem plating grow ing 
oilier tilings than w heat, owing to the unrem u­ 
nerative prices now ruling. 
French agricultural reports state th a t It ts very 
probable Unit the area sown to w heat this, year 
will be much less than last, and Hie sam e rem ark 
applies to a certain extent to England. 
There is oue point th at should be deeply lin- 
pivssi-d upon the dairym an’s m ind, and th at is, if 
ne w ants to m ake a first-oiass article of blitter he 
m ust churn ofteu. 
N ever let cream get over three 
days old, no n u tte r How cyld it may be Kept, 
lf 
cold it will get old. flat and friukv. 
lf sour, tile 
whey will eat up Hie best butter globules. Churn 
as often as you can. 
A growing, living tree robs the soil of w ater, 
and, to some extent, of fertility, for a wide dis­ 
tance. 
This is distinctly seen in iielus devoted to 
hoed crops. 
It is scarcely possible to m anure 
biuhly enough to bring corn or potatoes under or 
near trees to the average in other parts of Hie 
field. 
B utternut or hickory are 
especially in­ 
jurious to hoed crops near them, possibly because 
the wash from then leaves positively injures tho 
soil. 
W hen it Is desired to move large trees It Is a 
good plan to dig a ditch around Hie tree a t a few 
feet distant from it, and to a depth th at will allow 
the taking up of a soltd ball of earth with the 
routs. 
The larger the tree the more eartli should 
be taken with it. 
Then prepare Hie hole for it, 
large enough to receive the ball of earth. 
N ext 
fill this hole and the ditch with straw or hay, to 
prevent freezing. 
When the ground is frozen it 
will not be difficult to take tills out ana to cut 
m uter the I ree so as to loosen it. 
It can then be 
taken up, eartli and all, and removed to the new 
locality. 
Iu this way quite large trees have been 
removed w ithout Injury. 
Look well to the drainage of the orchard before 
w inier sets in. 
Do uot allow w ater to stand about 
trees. 
• 
Wnen butter is kept in tubs or carthaji vessels 
it m ust be packed as closely as possible and no 
interstices or vacant spaces left, for the bulter 
quickly spoils arouud these interstices, ana tile 
evil spreads through the whole tub. 
lu largo es­ 
tablishm ents It is considered essential th a t a tub 
be filled with butter made In one day. 
Do you alin at the best results, practice Hie best 
m ethods aud study to succeed; or u re y o u ln th e 
ru t? M ake use of your brains as well as your 
h a n d s.; 
In N orth Carolina the profits in the yellow to­ 
bacco belt som etim es reach $350 an aero.

Is it not strange that the farm ers, who own only 
about one-fourth of the w ealth of tbe natiou, 
should be compelled to pay three-fourths of the 
taxes? 
An econom ical truth. 
It is singular bow the 
pocket argum ent tells. The people are coming to 
understand th a t a poorly grown tree, or a tree no! 
true to nam e, is dear as a gift.

Rem em ber, in caring foe your sheep tiffs w inter, 
th at wet w eather is much h ard er on them than 
cold ; arni especially lf it tu rn s cold after Hie rain. 
anil their w et wool freezes oil them . This leads to 
lung troubles and to catarrh am ong the flocks, 
vv* ti I els very often greatly injure* them . The best 
plan Is to keep the sheep dry during w iuter 
w eather. 
* 
Take good care of your stock, and give them a 
proper coat of fat for w inter protection. 
Plenty 
of good bedding saves and m akes good m anure. 
Animal heat can be kept up much cheaper by 
warm stables and warm bedding than m erely by 
feeding grain. Corn is more costly th an straw o r 
a few boards. 
Feeding coarse rodder and stalks th a t have much 
sm ut, it is believed by some, leads to hoof-aU and 
abortion In cows.

The d ain tiest thing th at a lady can w ear in the 
m atter of underclothing for w inter w eather is a 
a suit of silk knitted vest and ai aw ers, or a com­ 
bination garm ent m ade in the sam e way. 
They 
are usually m ade not of w hite silk but in palest 
pink 
or 
yellow, and are a genuine luxury. 
Daintily sott and e la s tic they cling to Hie figure 
like a silken skin. 
They are very expensive, the 
silk alone for a vest, k n it by hand, recently cost­ 
ing ?5; aud they are m oreover pronounced less 
healthful than wool, w hich, m ore than any o th er 
m aterial, m aintains and re ta in s to a proper de­ 
gree. the w arm th of the body. 
B ut even in wool tho hand-knit undorvests, 
which are coming Into favor th is season, are m uch 
softer, w arm er, and, wheu 
finished 
p rettily, 
d aintier than the woven garm ents. 
W e are very 
glad to give a pattern for these, as requested by a 
correspondent: 
L a d y’s K n it t e d W ool. V e s t.—Use num ber 9 
needles and hue merino o r Saxony wool. 
For Hie back. cast on 78 stilclits, purl (seam) 3, 
plain 3, in ribs for 140 rows. 
One hundred and forty-first row.—K nit eighteen 
stitches (these are to form Hie shoulder strap :) 
then tu rn and purl (seam) Hie eighteen; Knit 
across plain; turn and purl them . 
You ought 
now to be beginning the row again, and this tim e 
you purl across, knitting the seventeenth and 
eighteenth stitches together in a purled or seam ­ 
ing 
stiteli 
like 
the 
others. 
T urn 
and 
knit 
acro ss; 
then purl 
back; 
knit across 
plain, 
taking 
Ute 
last 
tw o 
(sixteenth 
and 
seventeenth) 
stitches 
together; 
purl 
a cro ss; knit across, taking Hie last two (fifteenth 
and sixteenth) stu d ie s togethers turn and knit 
across. 
G oon in this way. rem em bering alw ays 
to decrease a t the left side, at Hie e n d o rrev ery 
row, until you have done five ribs, when there 
should bu tw elve stitches left on the needle. Then 
cast off. 
These ribs referred to will be crossw ays 
of the strap. 
Cast oil rem aining stitches till you come to Hie 
last eighteen, and w ork tills shoulder a3 the 
other 
For the front p art of the vest, cast on seventy- 
eight stitches and knit 125 rows. 
Begin the rigid 
hand shoulder by purling and m ake ribs as before, 
only do not begin to deciease at the left till you 
have done seven ribs. Reduce to twelve stitches; 
m ake eleven ribs and cast off. C ast off rem aining 
stitches and proceed as before for Hie fourth 
shoulder piece. 
Now sew up these tw o sides till w ithin tw enty- 
lour rows from Hie top of the front piece, which is 
the shortest. Join Hie rest w ith a gusset made tv 
picking up one stitch, knitting it, turning, and 
picking up another stitch from every row. 
Rib as 
in other p arts of the vest in rows of threes. At 
first you have one stitch, in the next two and so 
on. 
W hen tw enty-four row s ate done cast off. 
Sew up the shoulders and crofchet a narrow bor­ 
der of sm all, even holes, Into widen sew a piece of 
w hite ribbon. Crochet a sim ilar border around 
the arm -holes, or pick up stitches all around aud 
knit a sleeve of any length desired. 
The above pattern Is given from a responsible 
k n itte rs’ m anual, and ought to be good. 
It is very 
plain and sim ple, but I suspect it of being rather 
small, and should advise any one attem pting it to 
see by m easuring lf it w ere wide enough before 
knitting very far. The tnfant’s sh irt pattern given 
below Is handsom e and very easy, and m ight be 
used for a grown person by simply increasing the 
num ber of stitches cast on. according to th e re­ 
quired size How much to Increase could be easily 
told by knitting a few rows and then m easuring 
by some garm ent known to he of the right size. 
This, of course, Involves a little unravelling and 
and w orking over, bur is sure in its results. 
I n f a n t ’s S h ir t P a t t e r n .—The materials re­ 
quired are liaU-ounce of three-thread Saxony aud 
Bina'.l bone needles. 
Cast on seventy-nine stitches. 
Seam first row. 
Second row —Slip first stitch, narrow , *, knit 
three, thread over, kn it one, thread over, knit 
three, narrow twice, *, rep eat from star to star 
till you finish the row. 
A t Hie end there will be 
tnree stitches left, of which you narrow two 
together and knit one, which m akes oue-half the 
p attern as a t first. 
T hird row—Seam across. 
F ourth row —K nit plain. 
R epeat second, third and fourth row s seven 
Hines, or as many tunes as you like according to 
the depth of border fancied. 
This border, by Hie 
way, is very handsom e for Skirts, ladies’ under­ 
vests. or indeed anything which requires a knitted 
border. 
A lter m aking the border as deep as you like 
kn it two plain and tw o seam (or purl) for fifty 
rows. 
Then east off, very loosely, tw enty-four 
stitches 
In the 
middle of the needle, which 
leaves 
tw entv-elglit 
on 
each end. 
Tins Is 
done, 
of 
course, 
bv 
knitting tw enty-eight, 
casting off the 24 and knitting tile rem aining 28. 
Finish up one side for the shoulder, slipping the 
inside stitch, the oue tow ards tile middle of the 
garm ent over the one next it every tim e across 
till you have only 20 stitches left, which bind off. 
Finish tile other side In the sam e w a y ; and tilts is 
one-half the shirt. 
K nit another sim ilar piece and 
join Hie two together a t Hie shoulders and sides. 
Crochet an edge around the neck and run in a 
narrow ribbon. 
F or Hie sleeve.—Cast on 57 stitches, knit the 
border pattern 3 tim es, then 12 row s plain or 
seam ed as you like. 
A long sleeve.—Pick un GO stitches. Half from 
each side of the shoulder, w idening as you take 
them up. 
K nit 50 tim es across, plain and purl 
alternately. 
Then change to fine steel needles 
and knit 40 tim es across to m ake the cuff. Cast 
off and sew together. 
Tiffs pattern can scarcely be too highly com ­ 
m ended for Its beauty and sim plicity. 
To "A s u b s c r ib e r .” —T he pattern you ask for 
will be given next w eek.

Alm ost the m ost useful things in crochet are 
m ats for w ash-stands, and any girl who under­ 
stands common and long crochet can m ake them.

T here should be a large round m at for the 
wash-bowl to stand upon, a sm aller one for the 
little pitcher, one sm aller yet for the mug, and 
two, eft lier round or oval, for the soap dish and 
brush tray.

a border down both sides of the canvas aud across 
one end, leaving space to tu rn the edge ot the m a­ 
terial neatly In.

Sealing w ax is a protection against tho prying 
curiosity of persons not dishonest enough to steal 
your letter out aud out, yet w illing to possess 
them selves of your secrets by prying into your 
letters after steam ing open a gum -sealed flan. 
There is a g reat a rt in sealing a letter. Do nut 
begin by thrusting the end of tho wax into tho 
name and conveying it in a flam ing sp latter ;o 
your envelope. T ake plenty of time. 
W hen note 
and candle are ready, lay the seal on the ta!*!.* a t 
your right hand in such a position th a t when used 
th e 
im pression 
may

side up.

A burin wax m akes a brittle, streaky 
seal, and is bard to m anage. 
W hen the wax has

around and down until you have a circle of pro;-** 
size aud thickness. 
The wax lias now cooled so 
th at it will not lake a clear Im pression. 
Hold the 
envelope some Utlle-dlstance from the (lame until 
the wax has again becom e soft, then m oisten and 
apply the seal; the result will be a clear-cut im­ 
pression. 
A pretty feature of the use of sealing wax Is th* 
opportunity to use seals. Seal rings are plenty 
enough, and lf you have not a seal ring you may 
use a coiu or a bangle, or any rough surface, tho 
breaking of which m ight be an indication th at a 
letter had been tam pered with. 
A narrow bit of 
ribbon or a silk th read passed around Hie letter ’©

All th© 
absurd notions about etiquette Id stum ps have 
been set aside by sensible i>eople. 
T here was a 
tim e when to paste a stam p uprightly In the upper 
right-hand corner (the proper way) was s.ud 
to signify Indifference; to put it on upside 
down m eant love; to turn it to one side. b a te ;

The intention of the fram ers of the Constitution 


In providing for the selection of electors, Instead 


of having a direct popular vote, was to ensure the 


choice by the people of a few men of superior 


wisdom and discretion who should, on gathering 


to cast th eir votes on a given day, consult as to 


the qualifications of various candidates for the

old business methods and ideas, have simply rusted 
out. To be sure, thoro may be hard times in some 
places, where a city or town is dependent uponits 
rolling mills or manufacturing establishments, and 
they have shut down. There is a natural depression 
not only among the people discharged, hut among the 
dealers who sell goods to them. But, when you come 
to speak of the country at large, and its general finan­ 
cial condition, we are a prosperous people.

A ccording to the 


usual practice in this State th a t legacy alone 


would be throw n out.

Even if tim hus­ 


band or wife of a w itness is benefited by any p art 


of the will the w itness is incom petent. 


Rem em ber, it is not enough 
if tne testato r 


merely acquiesces in the presence of the wit­ 


nesses ; ne m ust actually request it. 
They m ust 


sigu not only in his presence, but also in the pres­ 


ence of each other. 
Furtherm ore, they m ust 


certify that all these provisions w ere followed. 


O therw ise the will is void. 
F u rth er than this the law about wills is very- 


loose. Ju stice only requires th at tne Intent of the 


testato r should be clearly shown by m eans of w it­ 
nesses.

W a sh in g t o n, Novem ber 27.—I picked up the 
last annual report of tile director of Hie m int to­ 
day, aud found in it some interesting Item s, aside 
from the statistics which are usually quoted. 
For 
instance, I found that the profits made by the 
governm ent since 1878 for the coinage of silver 
coins, Hie intrinsic value of which Is less than 
their face value, have am ounted to the pretty sum 
of 820.345,142 54. 
Last year alone the govern­ 
m ent profit Horn this source was over $5,300,000. 
D uring the year there w.ere struck at Hie San 
Francisco m int $1,000,000 in silver cola for tho 
H aw aiian governm ent. 
These coins w ere in de­ 
nom inations of dollars, half dollars, q u arter dol­ 
lars ami dimes to correspond in weight and fine­ 
ness with the coins of Ute U nited States. 
Four thousand one huuared and eighteen proof- 
sets ut coins, prepared for collectors, were sold at 
the Philadelphia inuit during the year. 
T hero 
w ere 10,398 m edals struck at the Philadelphia 
m int, ut which 97 were gold, 524 silver, 777 
bronze, and lo ,OOO golold. The 10,000 goloid 
m edals were struck for Hie “ Toronto sem i-gfnteu- 
ntal" from m aterial furnished a t a charge or i*20.

In Persia nearly all the leading sources of rev­ 
enue are I arm ed. G overnors of provinces ana 
cities pay large stuns lo t th eir offices, and m ust 
furnish a stated revenue t o . the governm ent. In 
Pard tim es they have hard work to do this.

tim es of prosperity they acquire great .w ealth 
from the surplus revenue whtuU they are alloyed 
to keep for them selves.

This state of existence, said th e preacher, Is 
a tran sien t one. 
Behind it lies the real one; and 
the objects of this world are m erely instrum ental 
for another end. In reading the tex ts It would 
look as if It was a sort of a poem or m ystic speech, 
and an exhortation to defy the realities of life, 
and m ake a dream of them . 
Yet it is only a 
specification of th a t which is said elsew here: “ We 
live by faith, and not by sight.” 
I t is not Hie 
things we see th a t we value, h u t the som ething 
else beyond them .

The invisible is a greater reality than the visible. 
The facts of the sensuous life are altogether 
subordinate In im portance to the realities above 
and beyond them .

T he business m an’s letter, holding out prospects 
of great profit—ll Is necessary th a t there should 
be paper, and w ilting, hut the tiling seen by him 
w ho receives it is beyond; he sees th at 
Much a n A d v a n ce o f C ap ital 
will give him a partn ersh ip so th a t property shall 
roll in on him like red waves of gold from the sea. 
H e sees Hie invisible. 
How m uch more w hen it is 
a letter of love. W e dou’t see tho le tte r; it alm ost 
seem s to vantsh out of our sight, unless its 
w retched Ink or w retched w riting detains the 
eye. But if It be fluent In its thought, see how our 
h e arts palpitate at the interior of the w ords, 
though the outw ard is necessary to convey it to us. 
A nd so it is th a t this whole world is but a schem e, 
as it were, of Instrum entalities by which to de­ 
velop som ething higher. 
T his is only another exposition of the m eaning 
of faith. F aith is generic, blit m ost of Its defi­ 
nitions have been made as lf specific. 
Its genesis 
is th is: 
The first existence of al! men on earth is 
anim al. 
It repeats itself in childhood. As it is in 
Hie cradle, so it has been in the race. 
As the 
child is but a little congeries of m echanical func­ 
tions, whose real characteristic elem ents are far

m ent in C hrist, th a t th a t p a rt of life which could 
be recognized by the senses of the body was the 
low est part, and th a t which could only be recog­ 
nized by the reason and the higher m oral sensi­ 
bility ; living for som ething higher th at the Pleas­ 
ures th a t reported them selves a t the portals of tho 
bodv—th a t this is faith the genom ic faith. 
“ F aith is the substance of things hoped for,

By it we discern tilings not dis­ 
cernible to the bodily sense, and those things are 
the solidities <>i civilization, aud include the great 
roy alties aud heroism s. 
It is a preposterous idea 
th a t uninstructed infidelity throw s up In our faces 
th a t faith and science are antagonistic. 
Science 
itself lias its own faith, and It in one of tile ladders 
by winch man m ay ascend higher to m ore royal 
exercise of faith. 
F aith is pot believing w ithout 
any reason; It is believing higher things by the 
reason th an the low er sense itself can interpret to 
men. 
F aith Is pre-em inently scientific, and th at 
is becom m a the doctrine of science itself in our 
clay, as both 
M r. T y n d a ll and M r. H u x le y 
have shown. 
The act of 
perceiving this un- 
sensuous world by a 'clarified im agination, by a 


w i n g e d reason, is faith, and it is not a single act, 
but it is a whole state of m ind, Issuing forth in in­ 
num erable specifics. 
B ut you say, will not such a use of faith, as 
hinted in the text, enfeeble practical life? No. 
You know there are a thousand things th a t you 
pursue, know ing there is som ething m ore im por­ 
tan t beyond them , aud you keep them in their rel­ 
ative position, not disow ning the nresent. and 
yet holding fast to the future aud the beyond. 
I iiio u la like to kuovv w hether hard labor is 
m ade less successful because to every young and 
enteiprising m an there Is a future. 
“ I will not 
forever carry tho hod; I will not forever guide the 
p lo u g h ; I h a v e a vision of w hat I am going to do.” 
I shoual like to Know ii a m an with a long range 
ahead does not work better. 
W hen Napoleon was 
lieutenant of artillery, under m ajors, colonels 
and generals, but hi him self forecasting

study less heartily? 
W as he not m ore intense 
because of the invisible which he saw Dy faith In 
Hie future? I should like to knosv w hether the 
m an delving in mines, or In the stitiiy, or in dusty 
factories, but 
who has at 
home a group of 
children th a t flock ar m ild him when lie comes 
hom e after w orking alt 
day 
long; if when 
lie works he is thinking of them , doesn’t ho 
work all Hie better because lie has som ething 
higher than his work, som ething calling up the 
better faculties in him ? 
The g reat men of 
the earth have come to th eir greatness by Uhs 
very pow er of seeing beyond Hie present some­ 
thing th at does not exist except in th eir m ind's 
eve. 
A traveller w ithout any prospective would 
have a wearisom e journey. 
He m ust not see 
yonder the beautiful vale peeping out from tile 
trees, or the running circle of m ountains, or the 
silver thread of the stream breaking In below to 
the lake; he m ust look at w hat he is doing, nothing 
beyond. But it is the perspective th at m akes meu 
willing to go through m ud and over stones and 
rough places, it is what lie sees lying before th a t 
m akes hun endure the present, so th at we eau un­ 
derstand th J text from this view.

So I followed 
one of them across the ferry and up Fulton street, 
and when she dived down into a cellar I thought 
“ sure enough, site Is going deeper and deeper 
down,” and down I w ent after tier. T here w as a 
dim light, not enough even to m ake darkness 
visible, aud as I was following along, a voice, 
cheery aud fam iliar, saluted me. 
“ Hello, Beecher! 
W hat are you doiDg down 
here?” 
"W ho are you?” I cried, and when I go; up to 
him it was a deacon In one of our churches—a 
very active Christian m an. 
“ W hy." said L “ Is this your business?” 
“ Oil. yes,” said he, “and a very good business it 
is. too.” 
“ Well, how about these children?” said I; and I 
told him exactly w hat I had thought.

[Philadelphia Time*.) 
W a sh in g t o n, N ovem ber 22.—An official com­ 
m unication received a t the N avy D epartm ent 
announces the discovery on R apannl or K astei 
Island, on the ch arts In longitude H O 4 w est and 
latitude 27° south, burled in the depths of the 
vast w ilderness of w aters of the South Pacific, 
of colossal statu es and-lm ages rudely carved In 
stone. 
This rem arkable find of archaeological 
rem ains on a small Island hundreds of mile* 
aw ay from any continent puzzles tho learned 
^d en tists of the Sm ithsonian Institu tio n and the 
N ational Museum. 
Professor Baird says on the 
subject: “ I n the present advanced state of ethno­ 
logical science these m onum ents are of the highest 
im portance. They will throw light on tne some- 
w hat m ysterious m anner In w hich th is Island 
received its population.” 
The discoverers of these rem arkable rem ains OI 
a prehistoric and an advanced people in » p art QI 
the world synonym ous w ltn cannibalism 
ana 
savage life were the officers of the G erm an gun­ 
boat Hyena, w hile on a tr ip from V alparaiso to 
Hie Samoan Islands. The com m ander of this 
vessel, while thus cruising In the South Pacific, 
subsequently received orders from his govern­ 
m ent to visit E aster Island and to secure these 
specim ens. T he accounts received by our gov­ 
ernm ent indicate th it the vessel rem ained a t th* 
Island but a few days, but during th a t tim e th* 
G erm an o fficer m ade a considerable collection 
and copious notes. 
T he results of their prelim i­ 
nary labors have been em braced lh a pam phlet. 
w hich 
Is 
reported 
a t 
the 
Sm ithsonian 
Institution to contain a la rg e am ount of valuable 
Inform ation. T he Germ an governm ent, it Is under­ 
stood, are m aking preparations to send an expe­ 
dition to E aster Island with a corps of scientists 
and engineers to sketch tho island, survey the 
ground, and to m ake plans and sections of th e 
prehistoric buildings and ruins. 
Our own governm ent has also taken steps to 
secure some of these valuable rem ains for its 
own large and valuable ethnological! collection* 
representing toe prehistoric and know n races of 
this hem isphere. 
Instructions 
have 
already 
been sent to A dm iral U pshur, In 
com m and of 
the South Pacific squadron, to send one of his 
vessels on a cruise in the airection of E aster 
Island, and to m ake such explorations, collection* 
and reports as lie may think im portant in I he in­ 
terests of his governm ent. 
It is understood th a t 
the governm ent of F rance is also turning its a t­ 
tention to ti.Is Island with a view to the establish­ 
m ent of a protectorate.

It is reported in tho accounts given by the G er 
m an vessel th a t the island, which Is small, is 
strew n with largo stone im ages and sculptured 
tablets. 
The Sm ithsonian has offered. $1 each foi 
prehistoric skulls w ith the lower jaw.

people, of Polynesian extraction, who inhabit the 
island, know nothing about the sculptured re­ 
m ains found, and even tradition gives no account 
af a people living there when their ancestors ar­ 
rived.

An Army Poker Game and the Odd Bet

r In reading the personal experiences of partici­ 
p an ts in battles and cam paigns one often comes 
across stories of apparently well authenticated 
Instances w here men seem ingly had a forew arn­ 
ing of their approaching doom, and who. alter 
m aking the arrangem ents naturally atten d an t on 
•u ch a foreknow ledge, such* as disposition of 
property, m essages to relatives, and so on, m et 
th e ir doom accordingly. 
Among soldiers and 
sailors as a class a belief th a t such presentim ents 
d o occur, and th at tile catastrophe foreshadowed 
Is resu ltan t Is largely 
entertained, though 
I 
d o n 't know why it should be 
so, unless It 
Is 
th a t 
their 
trad e 
deals 
In 
“ battle and 
m u rd er 
and 
In 
sudden 
death.” 
In ^ co n - 
versatlon on this subject m any a tim e I have been 
asked lf during my soldier life I had known in­ 
stances w here these so-called prem onitions were 
fulfilled. 
I replied th a t I had, and then again I 
know of so-called presentim ents ju st as vivid in the 
m ind of the subject which had not been fulfilled. 
A s far as my experience goes, It is six of one and a 
*>a)f-dozen of the other. 
In fact, I have no belief 
lu the efficacy of prem onitions and presentim ents, 
and honestly believe th a t they result from cir­ 
cum stances—a disordered stom ach, nervous de­ 
rangement, or th a t tinge of superstition as to good 
days, bad days, etc., which seem s to be Inherent 
In Hie g reat body of men, even the educated. 
Now, I 
have 
seen 
m any 
strange things 
d u rin g the w ar w hich I could not rationally ac­ 
count for, bu t for th at m atter all n atu re Is a mys­ 
tery, and, w hile I believe in an overruling Provi­ 
dence, I know th a t He has m ercifully withheld 
from m ankind the know ledge of tne day and hour 
of death. A nd yet once upon a tim e my heart 
w ent dow n Into my boots, so to speak, under the 
firm belief th at I w as to be killed before the setting 
of the sun—a presentim ent th a t didn’t m aterial­ 
ize, how ever, as will doubtless be seen from the 
fa c t th a t I am w riting this letter. On the 22d of 
Ju ly , 1803, w hen 
T h e A rm y of G en eral I<ee 'W as R e tre a tin g 
from G ettysburg behind the m ountain wall of the 
B lue Ridge, the Federal cavalry took possession 
of the gaps, and w ere very “ sassy” In th eir re­ 
peated assaults upon the long line of tran sp o rta­ 
tion. A s our cavalry had been literally run off its 
legs G eneral Lee w as forced to m ake use of bls 
Infantry to repel these assaults, and so It h ap ­ 
pened m a t the w riter’s regim ent (Seventeenth 
V irginia) w as detached and ordered into M anassas 
G ap, opposite F o rt Itoyal, to hold it while the 
w agon train s w ere passing. Now, It wa* a beauti­ 
ful m orning, and as we trudged along iu high 
sp irits from the ozone of the m ouutaiu air, some 
ill-bodiug raven of a com rade suddenly suggested, 
“ W hy, this is M urray’s b irthday,” and so it was, 
though I had forgotten It for the tim e being. 
In sta n tly the quip and je st w ere silenced, and the 
fellow s looked a t m e w ith pitying sym pathy, for 
we expected to have a fight before the day was 
ended. 
You see, It was an old w om an’s tale w ith 
u s th a t the man who w ent into b attle on bls b irth ­ 
day would Inevitably lose bls life. 
I don’t mind 
confessing th a t the cold chills chased each other 
rapidly down my spinal colum n, though I affected 
to tre a t the m atter lightly. 
W hat was h ard est to 
b e ar w as the internally evident tender sym pathy 
th a t w as dem onstrated by my com rades. 
They 
w ere earn est in the belief th a t lf we had a battle I 
w as a gone coon. 
As soon as our arm s were 
stacked at the point we w ere to defend, while all 
th e rest of the m en w ere scattered about after 
luscious blackberries, which w ere grow ing in pro­ 
fusion in the fields, I sneaked off into the bushes, 
and, draw ing my T estam ent, I devoutly read ibe 
“ Serm on on the M ount,” but I could not 
S h s k e Ort t h e G l o o m y R e p r e s s i o n 
of spirits, and was only 
hopeful 
th a t th ere 
w ouldn’t be a fight th a t day after all. 
TblB hope 
w as fallacious, for It had scarcely passed through 
m y m ind before a rattlin g fire from our pickets 
announced th e presence of th e enem y. A s I ran 
tow ard the stack of arm s th ere w as but one 
th o u g h t—to do ray duty, come w hat m ight—and 
afterw ard I felt m ore com fortable. 
I t Is not 
to 
the 
purpose 
to 
sneak 
of 
the fight, 
w hich lasted till sundown, 
{suffice it to say th at 
m en w ere knocked down to tne right aud left of 
m e,and I cam e out of the affair sm ilingly,w ithout a 
scratch. N one of our boys believed in old women’s 
tales a fte r that. 
To show how deeply this super­ 
stition bad perm eated the m inds of the men of the 
ccm pany.iny captain told me th at lf be bad had the 
sligbest excuse for putting me on duty In tne rear 
be would have sent me there when them ght began, 
and th at while the battle was going on he looked 
every m inute lo see me fall. 
Perhaps my own feelings and those of my com ­ 
rad es w ere influenced a t this tim e My an incident 
th a t happened a t the battle ol Seven Pines, be­ 
fore Richm ond, in 1862. Ii. T. L. and m yself 
w vre th e only men in the com pany (W arrenton 
Rifles) from F airfax county. 
We had been school­ 
m ates. slept under Hie sam e blankets and eat our 
lobscouse out of the sam e frying pan. 
As our 
brigade was lying In reserve behind J). II. H ill’s 
lane, I noticed th a t “ Hose” was pensive and pre­ 
occupied in mind, a thing very unusual with him. 
Now. he was as brave a m an as ever drew breath, 
and I knew th at his listlessness and gloom did not 
proceed from any fear of the com bat Into which 
we expected to be shortly r ailed, but I forbore to 
question him because In his own tim e he alw ays 
m ade me his confidant. 
W hen, finally, we were 
ordered Into the fight, as we w ere double-quick­ 
ing through the knee-deep loblolly of mull to get 
into position,he suddenly seized my hand and said: 
“ T o m , I a in G o i n g V o d e r T o d a y . 
I ’ve 
felt 
It 
all 
day. 
If 
you 
can, 
take 
the 
things 
out 
of 
my 
pocket when 
I ’m 
dead 
and 
send 
them 
hom e.” 
I 
thought 
nothing of this, as it w ask b o u t the tim e we had 
gotten under fire, and as I was a sergeant (file 
closer) I had enough to do w hen the line of battle 
w as hastily fo rm ed to occupy my thoughts. 
We 
advanced tinder a heavy fire, and I lost sight of 
“ Bose.” Our line, irregularly form ed on account 
of huge wood-plles, sheller-tents, barns and out­ 
houses, was brokeu and forced to fall back 
a short distance to the captured breastw orks. 
T hese we 
held 
until the 
euem y in 
front 
of us had 
beeu flanked 
and routed by the 
beveuth R egim ent of our brigade. Searching over 
th e gory field I found my com rade literally rid­ 
dled with bullets, but still alive and conscious, 
lie had fallen alm ost a t the first volley from the 
enem y. As soon as he saw me he said, “ I told 
you so. Ho w hat I asked you 
Get the surgeon 
to give me som e opium aud lot me die easily.” 
I did w hat he asked, aud the nexr m orning, 
w rapped in captured blankets, we buried him on 
th e held of honor, Hie bursting stied over his 
rave from the enem y’s guns (tho second day’s 
attle was then begun) form ing a fitting salute for 
Im obsequies. 
Now “ Bose” was a m an of im m ense vitality and 
suprem e nerve. I do not recollect ever before this 
d ate to have seen hun give way to m ental depres 
Bion or nervous fancies. 
W ere his suddcu depres­ 
sion and his death mere coincidences? 
A sergeant, now of the police force, who was 
form erly of B attery G, Second United States 
A rtillery, inform s me th at while fighting his gun 
a t F razier's farm , aud w hen Hie actlou was so hot 
th a t a man had no tim e to indulge iu sentim ental 
fancies, be was suddenly seized with the idea as 
Le was sighting hts gun that 
l i e W ould be Shot in the T op of l i l t H ead. 
H e felt the exact spot burning and throbbing, and 
as the horses of the battery were falling and the 
m en being killed around him (it was an awful hot 
place, for Jack so n ’s men were on two sides of the 
battery), th e spot burned aud throbbed m ore and 
m ore un til he felt th a t the next sighting of his 
un th a t spot would be reached by a bullet and 
e would be sent to his last, long home. 
Yet the 
serg ean t's state of m ind and his hallucination 
((for It was nothing but an hallucination eau be 
accounted for by the fact th a t the men of 
th e 
la tte r)' 
had 
been 
ou 
the 
alert 
tor 
seven days with every nerve on a Jenison, aud 
w ith very little sleep ana w ith very scam rations. 
T he hum an body is rath er tough, as far as hard­ 
ship is concerned, w hen i is dom inated by a de­ 
term ined soul, but it can ’t stand everything, and 
I believe there is a sort of delirium trem ens con­ 
sequent from exhaustive bodily fatigue, lack of 
rations and prolonged m ental strath. 
And that 
was w hat was Urn m atter with the sergeant. 
It 
Is a tact th a t w hile nearly every rnuu at his gun 
was wounded, in st ite qt ins pieseiitlm eut, he 
em erged from this bloody battle w ithout iu ju p . 
'Hie sergeant told me another story of tile 
value—money value—of presentim ents as having 
been dem onstrated in his battery, which was 
ra th e r 
udierous, aud yet it corroborated 
Hie 
th eo ry of those who cling to the “spiritual aud 
su p ern atu ral” side of the prem onition theory. 
In 
th e aforesaid B attery G were tw o men, one yclept 
“ B oston,” which sufficiently indicated his hailing 
from the city of brown bit-au anti naked beans; 
th e other was an Englishm an of the name of Lake. 
D uring the first part of the lignt at M alvern Hill 
B oston and I.uke and several others engaged in a 
cheerful sm oke and a gam e of draw poker (they 
L ad all beeu paid off recently) between the wueeis 
of Hie cauoou. 
Boston lost heavily, aud finally he 
grew despondent ana said he believed th at he 
w ould 
be gilled 
in 
the 
fight winch 
was 
tneu 
assuredly im m inent. 
Finally 
Lake, an 
E nglishm an, offered him a new stake in case lie 
Would m ake a m utual -ai cem ent tm a wiuonwver 


one of tile two was killed in the coming light the 
survivors should “go through” his dead com race's 
clothes. A greed to, hut the men w ere sudden ly 
called Into position. 
A fter a warm fight it was 
found that i>oor“ Boston’s” presentim ent had ben i 
verified. 
He was Killed as dead as a stone. 
Lake 
proceeded to go through Boston’s pockets, ai d 
after careful search he arose, and. w ith his coun­ 
tenance expressive of Infinite disgust, lie ex­ 
claim ed: “ W ould you believe it, boys? The dog 
h asn ’t got a cent in his pockets.” H ard nuts! 
those regulars. 
If I w ere to give ail such instances during the 
w ar th a t I have heard of, and In many cases from 
persons who believed them fully authenticated, J 
snould stretch out this article to an extent beyond 
my limit. 
I have given here. In my own experi­ 
ence, two cases of “ presentim ents,” and as ta r as 
belief in such m atters is concerned I have ouly to 
say, “ You pays your money aud you takes your 
choice.” 
Hut, although I have w ritten the above in a 
sceptical tone. as far as my personal experience 
is concerned, I deciare th at la m som etim es dum b­ 
founded on reading the experiences of other 
soldiers, whose tru th , honesty aud accuracy I 
have uo reason to doubt.

N o tio n s after Bud P eter’s told th e New H am p­ 
shire boy the best place to dive, us boys w ere all 
up a t—w hat? "W e" boys? W ho says so? Oh, 
you do? W ere you, or rath er was you ever up to 
th e old swimmin* place at K iting’s Ice-house? 
W hen the Ice chutes reached away out iuto the 
lake Into tw enty-foot w ater? 
A nd toe great 
cotton woods shaded all the sm ooth, pebbly shore 
and the quiet, clear w ater? N ever went swimming 
in there? N ever saw the place, eh? Then how 
do you know w hether it was “ we” boys or “us” 
boys who w ent there to swim ? It was us boys 
and I can prove lf; us boys, because every one of 
us. except the New H am pshire boy, said so. 
He 
said It was “ w e” boys for awhile, but we soon 
ducked It out of him. 
He was too good a boy to 
be spoiled with any of your “ we boy” nonsense.I 
W ell, th at afternoon the w rangle was on life- 
preservers. 
Sammy G arnet brought one un to 
learn to swim with. 
He had been using a plank 
from the adjacent lum ber yard, but the last tim e 
we w ere up there H enry Beem er had to swim out 
a little ways aud try lo drow n, and big Tecum seh 
Johnson rushed up behind Sammy G arnet, where 
lie was 
placidly stretched out on his plank, 
paddling around, and yanked It out from under 
nim with great violence arid m uch dam age for 
H enry’s rescue, leaving Sam m y’s body so full of 
pine slivers of all sizes th at he am used himself all 
th at afternoon sitting en the pebbly strand pick­ 
ing them out one by one, as a man m ight prepare 
him self for the broiler if he had pin-featliers. 
Tecum seh apologized to him very handsom ely. 
H e said: “ Young man, lf you’re going to m aintain 
this style of flotilla I’d adzise you to grease your 
plank or go in w ith your clothes on.” 
Tecum seh 
Johnson was a bluff, honest, big-hearted boy, a 
little rough in his way som etim es, but lie could 
say such kind things to a boy lh euch a gentle, 
pleasing m anner. 
So Sammy G arnet brought a life preserver this 
tim e, a big rubber belt th at you blew up till it 
looked like a bustle and buckled it around your 
w aist Id much the same m anner, only left in 
front. 
I t was given him ny 
his uncle, who 
was a sailor. 
We were deeply Interested in tills 
uncle, for aw hile, and adm ired him profoundly 
until In an evil hour it all cam e out th at he w asn’t 
a pirate at all and never had been and never 
got Into any fights on shore and killed his cap­ 
tain, but was only a common good sailor who 
w ent to the Seam en’s Bethel regular and sent all 
his pay hom e to his family. Jak e Rogers had an 
uncle who was a real sailor. 
Jak e was proud of 
him. 
He was hanged. 
Well, somebody made fun of the life preserver, 
and said a life preserver was a dangerous thing, 
because it a m an was shipw recked in the m iddle 
of the A tlantic ocean, ana had nothing ou him to 
ham per bls m ovem euts, he stood a chance of 
swim m ing ashore. But lf he put on a life pre­ 
server, and It got loose aud slipped down on his 
legs, he’d drown 'n a m inute, because he couldn’t 
keep his head above w ater and his feet too. 
We 
took sides on this, and w rangled loudly about it 
In pretty even division, sonic of the boys insisting 
th a t the position of Hie feet, lf buoyed up by a 
life preserver, made no difference with tile head, 
and w ouldn’t interfere with a m an’s swim m ing, 
while the rest of us held as stoutly th at only one 
term inus of a m an could be out of w ater at a time, 
lf he w anted to swim. 
Finally, D allas Haggle, 
the leaden of the double-ender party, said lie 
w ould show u s; he said he could swim clear 
across Peoria lake with a cart-load of life preserv­ 
ers tied to his feet.

LIVING INK BOTTLES. 


Odd Experiments Made with 


Animals of the Lower Order. 


Secretions of the Cuttle Fish and the Uses 


to Which They Are Put. 


The Nautilus and the Portuguese Man- 
of-War—A Strange Collection. 


(Philadelphia Times.] 
“ There is a dem and for ink th at will not corrode 
a pen, will run sm oothly, m ake a perfectly distinct 
line and still be Indelible,” said a chem ist, point­ 
ing to an array of sm all bottles and an equal num ­ 
ber of very curious anim als, “aud I have beeqj 
experim enting for several years to see w hat can 
be done, but It’s up-hill work. The anim als th at I 
find most available as ink-bearers, and conse­ 
quently m akers, are confined m ainly to the tropics. 
No, th ere Is nothing peculiar about th e idea. The 
Ink we use today, or much of the best of It, Is an 
anim al production, or, to be m ore correct, the 
result of the work of an anim al. 
Insects as the 
cynlptdip, hym enoptera, cecidom yiid# and dip­ 
te ra puncture certain plants with their ovipos­ 
itors for the purpose of depositing eggs, and 
in some way they cause an abnorm al grow th of 
the wood, so th at the larvae are in tim e sur­ 
rounded by a round ball of wood, out of which 
the perfect Insect finally m akes Its way. 
These 
galls, or those of certain Insects, constitute the 
principal ingredient of certain Inks. 
In 
our 
common black Ink, Chinese galls and tincture of 
iron form the principal parts. 
Som etim es log­ 
wood Is used, but each dealer has his own secret, 
and, of course, claim s to m ake the best Ink. 
“ G alls are generally kftiw n by common nam es, 
and their nature Is little suspected by their finders. 
M any are known as oak apples and cu rran t 
berries, and In some countries so beautiful are 
they th at they are strung on wire and used in 
ornam ental work ot various kinds. 
The so-called 
D ead Sea apple is nothing more than a gall, pro­ 
duced by Cynlps insano, and here ar® some th at 
In California were called flea seeds. 
The person 
who sent them to me Insisted th a t there was some­ 
thing su p ern atu ral about them . 
He brought them 
in a wooden box padded w ith cotton, to prevent 
them , he said, from being dashed to pieces, as 
they leaped about in a most astonishing m anner. 
Some of them were w hat are called 'devil beans.’ 
They are m inute seeds, trian g u lar In shape, aud 
w hen placed upon the tab le they com m enced to 
roil about 


A n d D 
u p Into t h e A i r 
in the m ost rem arkable way. I cut one open, how­ 
ever, and soon showed the sceptic the motive 
power, which was a fat, light colored lepldopter- 
ous larva that, when a m oth, Is known as carpo- 
capsa dehalsiana. 
It was the struggles of this 
grub th at made the seed jum p. 
“ The most curious seeds w ere those of the tree 
known as Brincador. 
They are about as large as 
those of the m ustard, and when they fall from 
the tree they keep up a continual hopping upon 
the ground, so th a t you would assuredly think 
th a t Innum erable 
sand-hoppers w ere jum ping 
about. 
But the secret Is th at each little seed con­ 
tains the larva of a squill dark-hued Cynlps salta- 
torius. I have observed this myself, and the noise 
of the leaping seeds sound like the pattering of 
rain upon the leaves, and they can hop a distance 
of several inches. 
“ The subject of galls Is an Im portant one aside 
from the fact th at Ink Is obtained from them, as 
they are used as medicine in various ways. 
In 
India the Somali women tattoo them selves with 
gall Juice, and the blaster, dyer, etc., if they only 
knew It, are greatly indebted to the m aternal 
labors of the m ost insignificant Insects. The Im­ 
portance of the gall business can be seen from this 
list, and these all go to Hie Ink trade, and it only 
gives those th a t are im ported into England yearly: 
G erm any sends IOO tons, valued a t $76,000; 
T urkey about 820 tons, valued a t $2uu,000; 
Egypt, 80 to n s; China. 7 0 ; Bombay, IOO. 
In 
China thousands of persons get a living out of the 
gall business. They are known as woonet-tsze, 
aud are produced by ail aphis on an anacardi­ 
aceous tree. The galls are generally collected be­ 
fore w inter, ju st previous to tile first frost, and 
are generally subm itted to steam , to kill the In-' 
closed lusect. and dried and then shipped by the 
pound or hundredw eight. 
“ These bottles,” how ever,” said the Investi­ 
gator, holding up several phials containing inks 
of different colors, “ all contain 
T h e N a t u r a l In k o f V a r i o u s A n im a la . 
This one th at is so pure a black contains the con­ 
ten ts of the ink-bags of cuttle fishes, and is 
really Hie sepia of com m erce th a t was form erly 
used much more than a t present. 
This is not all 
taken from living squids. 
Iu certain localities 
fossil squids are found m illions of years old, and 
in the centre of the hardened m ass will be seen a 
sm all black seem ing stone, which is the sepia Ink. 
W hen this is softened ink can be m ade from it, 
and is often used. 
Borne time ago a m em ber of 
Hie Geological Survey cam e to me for one of these 
fossil ink-bags, and he used it to w rite his report 
th a t 
contained a 
description 
of 
these. very 
creatures. So th eir history was chronicled per­ 
haps, as I said before, millions of years after 
their extinction, by the Ink th a t was their pro­ 
tection then. 
“ Y’es, the ink is used to ejpct when they are fol­ 
low ed; it surrounds them like a cloud, and while 
the pursuer Is confused by It Hie wily squid 
escapes. 
Each of these butties holds ink from a 
different species, representing the octopus, various 
squids and Hie argonaut!.” 
“ How about the nautilus?” asked the visitor. 
“ The nautilus has no ink bag, curiously enough,” 
was the reply, “although you Aud to the contrary 
lit tnatiy w onts. 
All these inks are very good for 
certain work, as fine draw ing ; but the difficulty is 
to get enough of them. 
As to its being indelible, 
here is a handkerchief th a t I wiped my face with 
in Florida in 1859. 
I was fishing for squids when 
one of them struck me fairly iii the lace. 
I wiped 
it oft with this, and yon see Hist after tw enty odd 
years it is as black as ever and will probably out­ 
last the cloth. 
“ H ere is a beautiful blue Ink.” continued tho 
speaker, taking up a sm all phial in which was 
A Liquid of R oyal Purple 
th a t appeared to gain intensity and richness In 
Hie sunlight th at flashed through the window. 
“ I happened to show this to a gentlem an in Hie 
dry goods trad e the oilier day, and lie offered mo 
$1000 lf I would place the color In his baud In 
available quantities. 
No, I can’t do It, and lf I 
could it would be worth more th an th at, as it is 
indelible. 
H is the pure and unadulterated secre­ 
tion of Hie little pelagic snail Jan th tn a. 
I have 
seen them by the cartload on Hie F lorida Keys 
after a storm . 
The entire w ater edge would be 
lilied with them . 
The m om ent you take them tip 
and press the foot out comes ibis magnificent 
color. 
I suppose eight or ten drops could be ob­ 
tained from each one. 
The shells, are about the 
size ot a five-ceut piece, extrem ely fragile, aud 
float upon the surface, kept up by a m ass of bub­ 
bles oi their own m aking th at serves as a raft to 
buoy them . The shell is of Hie sam e peculiar hue 
as the im;, aud with the w hite, silvery bubble a t­ 
tached, as they rush along over, the blue w aler, 
they p ie se n ta beautiful appearance. 
••Here,” 
continued Hie experim enter, as he 
took up another buttle, “is alm ost the most beau- 
t if ti I blue we can get. 
It collies from another 
Southern anim al—the physalia, or I’m tuguese man- 
of-war. 
They are extrem ely poisonous aud hard 
to m anage, as this dye or Ink comes from the 
poi son tentacles. 
I ii catching it I got it on my 
arui aim it sank in like indelible ink, so Liar for 
some time I was tattooed lo all intents and pur­ 
poses- 
I lie iuk m ay, be of use iu some way. but 
it is difficult to gel and so would I e too expensive. 
H ere is a purple ink of a d ark rich velvet tint 
that I found aceldeniallv. 
I was wading along 
the reef a t low title when suddenly I stepped upon 
som ething th at seemed lo penetrate my leet like a 
thousand needles, 
i partly lell over, bul filially 
got Hilo tile boat that I was dragging along, where 
I lm m d th at I had stepped upon au echinus vvuh 
spines al least eight Inches long. 


I t Wav* iv a l o u t If en ; ii ria. it I, lo C r e a t u r e , 
a veritable porcupine, aud I was laid up by it for 
some time. 
How ever, I noticed th at each needle- 
like spine left a purple stain, and by collecting a 
num ber of Hie anim als afterw ards I obtained tills 
ink, th at if sufficient quantities could be gottcii 
would be (june valuable. 
T here are bundteds of 
varieties of these, aud nearly alt give an ink of a 
different color. 
Here is one w ith club splues; 
they are used as slate pencils In the South. 
“The Idea of utilizing the coloring m atter of 
shells as ink is not 
new o u r; that is, of some 
shells. 
The Ink lu this bottle,” taking up another 
containing 
a 
rich 
purple, “ comes from this 
shell, one of the whelps, 
its scientific nam e 
Is m urex and 
of 
shells of 
this 
genus the 
fam ous 
T ynan dye was made. 
The ancients 
gathered in vast num bers and squeezed the dye 
out by various processes. 
H ere is a live one. 
Y’ou see. the slightest touch m akes it give out its 
peculiar color. 
At Hie tim e of Bliny the rich 
robes oi the Homans aud others were all dyed and 
the i oval purple has beeu fam ous ever since. 
A frieiffi of mine recently went over the ruins of 
Tyre and exam ined-the very places where the dye 
was supposed to be m ade and the shells ground 
up. 
Dr. Wilde of the Royal irish Academy was 
the original discoverer of the several circular 
reservoirs cut lit the solid sand-stone rock close to 
the w ater’s edge. 
Iu shape they resem ble large 


pots, varying In size from tw o to eight feet in 
diam eter, and from four to five In depth. Some 
w ere in clusters,others Isolated, and a num ber w ere 
connected In pairs near a conduit about a foot 
deep. 
M any of 
these 
pots 
were tilled with 
breccia, com posed solely of broken up shells 
bound together by carbonate of lime, etc. 
This 
m ass was of adam antine hardness, and Hie shells 
of which It was composed appeared to bt* all of 
one species, and from Hie sharpness of their frac­ 
ture w ere apparently broken by a rt and not worn 
or w ater-w ashed. 
The shell when exam ined by 
prom inent natu ralists were pronounced to be the 
m urex truneulus. 
Bliny says th at when the shells 
w ere sm all they w ere bruised lu m ortars or cer­ 
tain mills, and Dr. W ilde was of the opinion th a t 
the reservoirs he discovered were those in which 
the dye w as obtained. 
H ie liquor which com­ 
posed the dye Is contained in a vein behind the 
neck. 
“ No, this dye is little used now adays on account 
of the expense. 
Wool dyed with It lor the use of 
A ugustus cost over $200 a pound, and In those 
days only the em peror was allowed to w ear It 
under the pain of death. 
The dyers of Tyre were 
broken up some tim e In the tw elfth century and 
for some reason the a rt entirely disappeared and 
little can be found about It except la the record 
of Bliny. 
“ This hideous color,” concluded the speaker, 
“ is obtained from the coloring m atter exuded 
from the m outh of the locust or grasshopper. 
H ere 19 cochineal ink made by pounding up these 
Insects. 
This is a drop or two of (he porptta, a 
floating liydrold anim al. 
This green collies from 
a variety of seaw eed ulva, and, in fact, I have 
coloring m atter from about every creature th at 
produces it. 
W hether any of them are valuable 
to m an, we shall see.” 


A SOUTHERN BAIL 


D escrip tio n o f O ne of th e R eal O ld -F ash* 
ton ed 
K ind, a s S een in th e V irginia 
M ou n tain D istrict. 
[Virginia Letter in New York Post.) 
I t is not often th a t Hie visitor has the oppor­ 
tunity toflse a real old-fashioned Southern ball, 
such as he has probably read of. 
In fact, a lady 
who was born In the South, and grew up a fter the 
war, told me she had never seen one herself. The 
opportunity was not long ago afforded In one of 
the Im proved houses of which I have spoken. 
The proprietor, a bachelor, for whom a niece was 
keeping house, determ ined to Invite a hundred or 
so of his young friends to such an en tertain ­ 
m ent. 
It was on a fain) of several thousand 
acres, 
boasting 
fat 
and 
fattening 
cattle 
of 
the 
finest 
quality, and 
possessing 
an 
orchard 
com prising 
hundreds 
of 
the 
best 
varieties of apples th at could readily b# found 
anyw here. 
The form er slaves w ere in some cases 
still doing the work of the place. 
The house was 
situated about a half mile from the “ pike,” and 
was approached by a lane guarded by a num ber 
of light gates. 
A small “ fii'anch” crossed the 
fields a few rods frtmi the door, affording the site 
for the sprlng-house. 
Behind aud on one side 
were the num erous straggling outhouses, corn­ 
cribs and slaves’ quarters of ante-bellum days, 
and large trees shaded the house, m aking the 
gallery an agreeable place from which to look 
over the rich valley th at It dom inated. 
The house 
was of two halves jollied at right angles, one 
belue the original log structure, and the other the 
more m odern fram e building, between which the 
gallery furnished 
Hie only com m unication. 
If 
the fam ily slept in the fram e half, it would 
be necessary to lock up the other part from 
the outside, if, Indeed, It w ere thought nec­ 
essary to lock 
it 
a t all. 
T here 
were sep­ 
arate stairw ays In each half, of course, and In 
one was a square hall opening Into the parlor. 
Iii which, am ong other furuituro, there was an 
upright piano upon widen the niece and lier 
friends exercised

When musically 
inclined. 
Iu the corner of the hall stood one of 
those stout boxes of plug tobacco seen only Ii: 
shops ti) the N orth, aud It was not a m ere orna­ 
m ent, for the host and lits friends required an 
am ple supply of the weed to satisfy them . 
A few 
book-shelves added to tile furniture of Hie hall. In 
the other half was the dining-room, an d In an­ 
other log building adjoining Was the k itchen,over 
winch nu “aunty” of Hie old school presided with 
apparently autocratic Dowers. 
The kitchen was the centre of action for days 
before the g reat party was to come off. 
A unty 
and niece aud a young lady friend who happened 
to be a t the Jiou-e w ere m aking cake, preserves 
and other delicacies. 
Many were the trips made 
by the ladles to the store down at the other enu 
of the valley, and probably Us capabilities were 
severely tried, for there was no railroad within 
half a dozen miles and no mail oftener than tri­ 
weekly. G enerally the young ladles went on their 
side-saddles, galloping over the pike aud bringing 
back their sm all p a re rs with them . 
At other 
tim es they took a buggy, and when it was neces­ 
sary the m aster of Hie house was pressed into the 
work. 
T he dinner service of such a household 
is never equal to an emergency like th a t now ap­ 
proaching, aud the neighbors far aud wine we ie 
levied upon for plates, cups, sauceis and dishes* 
of all 
sorts. 
The m iscellaneous oolieciion that 
was eventually gathered would have rejoiced Hie 
h eart of a person struck by the m ania for old 
china, but here it excited no interest. 
Finally the great day arrived. 
All the forenoon 
the activity of preparation grew in Intensity. 
T here was tile ice cream to be frozen and there 
were hosts of other last tilings to be dune. 
YVheii these had all received attention there 
was only lime for the young ladles to scurry 
to their room s and inane their toilet. 
Scarcely 
had the last bow Peen tied and the last curl 
arranged when tho clatter of hoofs told of Hie 
approach of a guest. From th at m om ent there 
was a continued succession of arrivals. All Hie 
black servants th a t could be obtained w ere needed 
to ensure the proper care of the horses and 
vehicles. These were of all sorts ana kinds. 
Even 
coaches aud om nibuses were pressed Into service. 
Of course dresslug-room s for those who came 
from as far as thirty miles In carriages, aud for 
those who Had travelled long distances by rail aud 
six or eight miles by carriage, were necessary, and 
engaged m uch lime, aud there was a great deal of 
costum ing done during the few hours before 
sunset. 
Company th a t came from so great a distance 
m ust, of course, spend tile ulght, and there was 
nothing for the host to do out to keep up the fes­ 
tivity from dusk to daylight. 
T here were prom e­ 
nades on the lawn under the Jap an ese lanterns, 
dancing, and the usual doings of parties until l l 
o’clock, aud theu there was a substantial supper,* 
and a t l a . in. an auxillary repast, not «quiie so 
hearty, th a t was sufficient to ensure life until 
dawn. 
A t dayilgnt 
tired men aud 
maidens 
called up their horses and 
had their con­ 
veyances m ade 
ready, and 
Hie exodus 
be­ 
gan. 
It was not until after a late breakfast 
tn at the ladies of the house were able to sit quietly 
down with host and discuss the eveuts of the pre­ 
vious hours. 
Then every Item was brought to 
mind, and as probably the sam e process was pur­ 
sued by the others, the party of Smith valley was 
pretty thoroughly overhauled before night again 
drew Us curtains over the V irginia m ountains 
T here was no caterer to take the dishes aw ay, and 
the am ount of dish-w ashing and oilier work done 
Iii th a t line by the household staff can he imagined 
belter than it can he described. 
H ie puny has 
ever since been a them e for conversation among 
those who wore Invited, aud will long be rem em ­ 
bered.

could em pty them , no arm y of beaters with 
tin pans aud drum s to scare the bear out 
of his senses, nor had he any weapon in which ac­ 
curacy had been brought to perfection w ith care­ 
fully adjusted sights to tell him w hen it was 
rightly held. 
N or had he any dogs to nip the 
game In the rear ana d istract Its attention, nor 
any big trap and log upon tho beast’s foot to clog 
Its m ovem ents. 
He had ouly a horse trained, 
perhaps, to charge upon 
anything 
he 
was 
aimed at, 
from a cactus patch 
to a loco­ 
motive, but more probably crazed with terro r at 
the first scent of the bear and driven oil only by 
the sharpest spur, 
lie had only the rlata, a rope 
of braided raw hide, stiff and clumsy in spite of 
oiling, liable to tw ist and kink, and subject to a 
dozen other causes of error from which the rifle 
Is free. Tins cannot he m ade fast to the horn 
of the saddle, but 
R u s t b e A t t a c h e d W i t h a Q u ic k T w i l l 
after the noose has caught and m ust be ready to 
cast off In a tw iukie lf necessary.

(lull it out far enough to get It In his m outh w here 
his sharp teeth quickly sever It. Or he may m ake 
a rush upon the rider, or with his paw s draw him 
in upon his own rope. 
There inav arise a dozen 
contingencies in which Hie horsem an has had no 
previous experience, yet m ust act with the quick­ 
ness of thought, 
lf throw n or dragged from his 
horse, or lf the saddle girth should break or slip 
beneath the trem endous strain of the n a to , slight 
were the, chances of escape. 
(A person of good xen>e m ight well doubt if 
such things ever were done. 
Y et nothing Is more 
certain than th at they were done frequently ; done, 
too, by m oonlight; done often on rough ground. 
ana often on horses th a t few A m ericans could 
slay on a m inute. 
All 
things 
considered, 
the 
catching 
of 
filetin g bear ot Santa Rosa, some years ago In 
San Diego county, was probably the greatest per- 
. tot nianee of the kind ever seen in California. 
This bear was pronounced by several who had 
seen “Old Sam pson” and other great hears, far 
larger than any of them .

more men as spectators rode along In tho rear. 
Fortunately the moon was pearly full.

moon seems like a ball of quicksilver bangling iii

Im m ediatelv there­ 
after, his right slue tieing paralysed, Ira became 
senseless. Three weeks afterw ard he awoke to 
consciousness In the hospital at Mayence.
